In 1886, these roads were consolidated 
into the Cambridge Railroad Co., and he continued as superintendent until 
1885; was road master of the West End Street Railway, 1888-1889; was director 
and vice-president, Boston Elevated Railway Co. 1896-99; president 1899 to.

He enlisted in Co, B. 5th Regiment, Massachusetts Militia, June 14, 1875; 
was acorporal, sergeant, 2nd lieutenant, first lieutenant; captain, March 31,1879; 
colonel, February 5, 1882; brigadier-general, commanding Second Brigade July 
30, 1897; was retired as major-general, January 4, 1901; served, 1887-1905, 
on examining board, Officers of Militia, being chairman, 1900-05.

Maj-Gen, William Amos Bancroft, Common Council in 1882; member 
of the State Legislature, 1883-85; president of the Cambridge Board of 
Alderman, 1891-92; mayor of Cambridge, 1893-96; president, Massachusetts 
State Republican Convention in 1893, 

He was taken great interest in educational matters; was an overseer of 
Harvard, 1893-1905; president of board of trustees of Lawrence Academy, 
1906-08; trustee Phillips Academy, 1902 to date; trustee of Norwich Uniyer- 
sity, 1900-05; president of the 120th Anniversary of Phillips Exeter Academy, 
1903; chief marshal Harvard Alumni, 1903; president of the New England 
Alumni, Phillips Exeter Academy, 1892-06. He presided at the 250th Anniver- 
sary of the town of Groton, Mass, in 1905, 

He is a member of many military socicties and social clubs; the Cineinnati; 
Order of Foreign Wars; order of Spanish Wars; Cambridge Club and Mayor's 
Club of Massachusetts, having been president of both; Union; Exchange; Art; 
Colonial; Middlesex; Commercial club of Boston, president in 1896-98, 

He was married in Boston, Mass., September 20, 1878 to Mary Shaw of 
Peabody, Mass. Three children have been born to them: Hugh, major- 
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of his death, he was the only priest in the Diocese of Vermont near his age 
who had spent his whole live in the service of the church in Vermont. Hy 
was the oldest member of thi 
general convention of the church 
having been re-elected nine times tc 

t his diocese in the triennial 
assembly of the church. He was for 
many years a member of the standing 
committee of the Diocese of Vermont 
and its president. 

‘He was greatly interested in edu- 
cational matters; was a trustee of "N.

He was a 
member of the A J and the @ BK 
Fraternities of the University of 
Vermont; Sons of the American Revo- 
lution, Burlington and ita chaplain 
for some years. He was a manof a

high principle, of unvarying and fine 
Rev. Jouhua Isham Blise, grained courtesy and of broad Christ- 

inn sympathies. 

He was married September 10, 1860 to Ann Eliza Baxter, of Burlington, 
Vt., daughter of Carlos Baxter, “N. UL" '25. She died June 26, 1905; no 
children, 





REY. ISAAC PHILLIPS BOOTH, A. M., D.D. 


Isaac P. Booth, son of Isaac Billings and Lydia Olney (Phillips) Booth, 
was born in Union, Conn., September 10, 1843, He attended the schools of 
his town, He engaged in business from 1864-66. Tn this last year, he opened 
a private school in White’s Corners, N. Y., but was soon elected principal of 
‘the high school in that town, which position he held until 1868, when he be- 
came principal of the grammar school in Kent, Ohio. During his spare time, 
he studied Jaw, and in 1870, was admitted to the bar in Douglass County, 
Ohio, He soon entered the office of M. 8, Castle in Cleveland, but not finding 
the profession congenial, he determined to enter the Universalist ministry. In 
1871, he entered St. Lawrence University at Canton, N. Y., and graduated in 
1874, taking both the classical and theological courses. He was ordained a 
pastor in the Universalist Church in 1874. His pastorates are as follows: 
Huntington, Long Island, N. Y., 1874-76; Morrisville, Vt., 1876-81; North- 
field, Vt., 1881-93; Morrisville, Vt., 1893-1904; Chester, Vt., 1906-10. He 
served for several years as secretary and financial agent of his denomination in 
Vermont; and was also for several years a trustee of the Universalist conven- 
tion. In 1904, he purchased a farm in Strafford, Conn., near the home of his 
boyhood, where he has made his residence to date. 
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from Middlebury College in 1807; later received the degree of A. M. in course 
also received the degree of A. M. from Dartmouth College in 1823. 

He was appointed a cadet at the United States Military Academy, Jul 
9, 1806, and graduated February 23, 1808; was commissioned, second lieu 
tenant, Corps of Engincers on the same date; served as assistant engineer on th 
construction of the defences of Bedloes Island, New York Harbor, 1808-11 
resigned his commission, August 31,1811. He was re-appointed second lieu 
tenant, 3d United States Artillery, October 17, 1812, but declined the appoint 
ment; was commissioned captain 31st United States Infantry, a regimen 
composed of Vermonters, April 30, 1813, and served during the War of 1812 
He served in the campaign of 1813 under Major-General Hampton, being en 
gaged in the battle of Chatucaugay River, N. Y., October 26, 1813; was honor 
ably discharged June 15, 1815. He studied law with his father in Chelsea, Vt. 
and practiced his profession in that town, 1811-13, 1815-35. 

He was a Federalist in politics and held many positions. He representec 
Chelsea in the House of Representatices, 1816-22, 1825, 1826, 1829, 1830, 1833. 
35, serving as speaker of the House in 1820-22, 1825-26 and in 1829; was state’t 
attorney of Orange County, five years; presidential elector in 1820; was con- 
gressman, 1823-25, 1827-29. 

In 1836, he removed with his family to Washington, D. C., where he 
made his home until his death. He served as clerk of the Indian Bureau of 
the War Department, July 28, 1835 to December 31, 1839; and in the Treas- 
ury Department in 1840. He served as a trustee of the University of Ver- 
mont, 1823-25, 1830-35; and of ““N. U.’”’ during 1835-36. He was survived by 
a widow and four children. 


HON. GEORGE NATHANIEL CARPENTER, A. M. 

George N. Carpenter, son of Heman and Harriet 8. (Gilchrist) Carpenter, 
was born in Northfield, Vt., January 26, 1840, and died in Brookline, Mass., 
July 8, 1895; was buried in the Elmwood Cemetery, Northfield. He pre- 
pared for college at the Northfield Academy, and graduated A. B. from the 
University of Vermont 1861. 

He enlisted in the 8th Regiment Vermont Volunteers, January 1862; 
was promoted sergeant-major February 1, 1862; 1st lieutenant, June 1, 1862, 
and captain, August 15, 1862; was discharged July 2, 1864, was commissioned 
captain commissary subsistence, May 18, 1864; mustered out of service, June 
21, 1865; served at New Orleans several months in 1864; also served on the staff 
of Gen. R. A. Cameron several months, 1864-65, and was for some time, post 
commissary at Thibodeaux, La. He served as colonel on the staff of Governor 
Dillingham of Vermont, 1888-90. He engaged in newspaper work in Mil- 
waukee, Wis., 1865-67; Chicago, IIl., 1867-74; Brooklyn, N. Y., 1874-77. He 
was in the employ of the Union Mutual Life Insurance Co. of Portland, Me., 
1877-1881; was agent for the Massachusetts Mutual Life Insurance Co., of 
Springfield, Mass., 1881-90; manager Eastern Massachusetts District, 1890- 
95. In October, 1877, he moved to Brookline, Mass., where he made his home 
until his death. 

He was a Republican in politics; represented Brookline, Mass., in the 
State Legislature, 1886-91, and was a member of the school committee. He 
took great interest in the University, serving as trustee at the timeof his death, 
and lecturer on Law in 1881-92; received the degree of A. M. from “N, U,’’ 
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He organized in 1866, a syndicate for the construction of the Northen 
Pacific R. R. of which his friend Edwin F. Johnson,’25, was chief engineer 
The successful completion of this great railroad was due largely to the un 
tiring effort of Mr. Canfield. He served as director of this road for severa 
years; was president and director of the Lake Superior & Puget Sound Lan 
Co. He made his home for many years at Lake Park, Minn., where he helc 
extensive agricultural interests. 

He was at first a Whig in politics and later a Republican and took at 
active part in the campaigns of his party, but refused to hold office. He wa 
an active member of the Episcopal Church and attended every convention o: 
the diocese for over forty years. He was one of the incorporators and trusteet 
of the Vermont Episcopal Institute at Burlington in 1854, serving as its treas 
urer, 1854-92; took an active part in the erection of Bishop Hopkins Hall for 
young ladies. He also assisted in the erection of Trinity Chapel, Winooski 
and the Episcopal Church at Brainerd, Minn.; also furnished sites for churches 
in Moorehead and Lake Park, Minn, Bismark, N. D., and Kalama, Wash. He 
represented the diocese of Vermont at the General conventions of the Church 
held in Philadelphia, Pa., in 1856, in Richmond, Va., in 1859, in New York 
City in 1874, in Boston in 1877 and in Chicago, in 1886. He took an active 
interest in the University, serving as trustee from 1876 until 1884. A number 
of the alumni and past cadets were employed as engineers in his various 
enterprises. 

He was twice married: first, in 1844, to Elizabeth Ann, only daughter 
of Eli Chittenden of Williston. She died in 1848. He was again married in 
1860, to Caroline Amelia, daughter of Rev. John Hopkins Smith, first Episco- 
pal Bishop of Vermont. Five children were born to them: Emi'y; John 
Henry Hopkins, born January 21, 1868, died in Lake Park, Minn., April 17, 
1892; Marian; Flora; Thomas Hawley, horn November 15, 1874, resid2s in Lake 
Park, Minn. 





HON. HEMAN CARPENTER, A. M. 


Heman Carpenter, son of Nathaniel and Abigail Morse Carpenter was born 
in Middlesex, Vt., July 10, 1811, and died in Northfield, Vt., January 16, 1884. 
He attended the Washington County Grammar School, Montpelier, Vt. He 
taught school at the Northfield Center, winters of 1833 and 1834, He studied 
law with the Hon. William Upham and was admitted to the Washington County 
bar, November, 1836, and to the practice before the United States District 
Court in 1842. He was State librarian, 1832-36. He removed the library 
from the old state house to the new one and catalogued the books. He 
located in Northfield in December, 1837, where he practiced his profession 
until his death. He was identified with many business enterprises in North- 
field; was receiver of the South Royalton Bank in 1858. 

He was at first a Whig in politics and later a Republican. He held many 
town offices; was superintendent of schools many years; represented North- 
field in the House of Representatives in 1847-48; was judge of probate, 1849-50; 
selectman, 1852-54; was colonel on the governor's staff, 1847-48; was state’s 
attorney Washington County, 1865-66; trustee of the United States Deposit 
money, 1851-52; was marshal for the Washington County at the “Log Cabin’’ 
Convention in Burlington in 1840; state Senator 1870-72; a delegate to the 
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forty-five State conventions and chairman in 1870; was a delegate to the 
National Republican Convention in 1856, 1869 and 1873. 

He took great interest in educational matters; secured the charter for the 
Northfield Academy in 1846 and was one of the most liberal subscribers toward 
the erection of the first building; was 4 member of its executive committee 
1846-68, serving for some yeurs as its secretary und treasurer. He took a 
great interest in “N. U.’’ and served on the committee of citizens which se- 
cured the location of the University in Northfield; was a trustee 1881-84. The 
University of Vermont conferred upon him the degree of A. M. in 1860. He 

” was an active member of the Universalist Church; served as president and vice- 
president of the Universalist State Convention many years; served as president 
of the Goddard Seminary, Barre, 1865-76. 

He was twice married: first February 14, 1838, to Harriet S. Gilchrist, 
a native of Goffstown, N. H., who died June 21, 1865, Four children were 
born to them: George Nathaniel, born January 26, 1840, trustee, “N. U.’ 
(q. ¥.), died July 8, 1895; Caroline Sophronia, born December 20, 1841, 
married Dr, Edwin Porter, (q. y.), died May 30, 1891; Jason Heman, born 
October 10, 1343, died September 14, 1886; Abigail Fidelia, born November 1, 
1849, married Lebbeus Amos Howes, died April 18, 1905. He was again 
murried October 16, 1866 to Mrs. Betsey Louise (Nye) Edgerton, of Berlin, Vt., 
who died October 1, 1896; no children.

He wrote several articles and historical documents, but bis especial abilit 
was along newspaper work; for several years he compiled the Vermont Legish 
tive Directory with parliamentary rules; was a member of the Vermont Hi 
torical and the Rutland County Historical societies. 

He was married November 23, 1853, to Henrietta, daughter of Oleott an 
Maria Sherman of Poultney, who died January 9, 1893, One child was bor 
to them: Lillie, now Mrs, Frederick A. Field of Rutland, Vt.

Chauncey Denny, son of Joseph and Maria (Ellis) Denny, was born in 
Berlin, Vt., April 20, 1842 and died in Northfield, Vt., January 16, 1899. In 
1847, his parents moved to Northfield, where he attended the district school 
and the Northfield Academy; he also 
was for some time a student at the 
Kimball Union Academy, Meriden, 
N. H. 

Soon after leaving school, he 
began clerking for his brother, 
Edward, in his dry goods store in 
Northfield, and remained in his em- 
ploy until November, 1861, when 
he received an appointment as 
civilian clerk in the commissary 
department, U. 8. A.; performed 
active service in the field until July, 
1865, when he returned to North- 
field and again worked for his 
brother. In 1866, he purehased 
his brother's interest in the firm 
and continued the business under 
the firm name of C. Denny & Co, 
In 1879, F. W. Dutton, purchased 
an interest in the firm and the busi~

Chauncey Denny. firm name until 1887, when Mr, 
Denny sold out to Mr. Dutton and C. 8. Richmond and retired from active 
business, He was very successful in his business enterprises and acquired a 
valuable property.

HON. CHARLES DEWEY, A. M. 


Charles Dewey, son of Dr, Julius Yerans and Mary (Perrin) Dewey, 
was born in Montpelier, Vt., March 27, 1826, and died there, August 31, 1905. 
He prepared for college at the Washington County Grammar School and 
graduated A. B. from the University of Vermont in 1845, 

He was assistant secretary of the Vermont Mutual Fire Insurance Co. of 
Montpelier, 1845-50, secretary, 1850-71, and a director, 1850-80; was a director 
of the National Life Insurance Co,, January, 1851, until his death, viee-presi- 
dent, January, 1891-June, 1877, and president June, 1877-1901. He was elected 
a director of the First National Bank on its organization in January, 1865; 
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form success won a high regard for his sagacity. He was one of the most 
public-spirited of our citizens, and his contributions toward railroads, churches, 
schools, and hotels were frequent and heavy, and his influence was always 
exerted toward building up Montpelier, a town which he loved. A transpar- 
ently honest man himself, he had a profound hatred of all shams and all frauds 
and he was never backward in denouncing them.’’ He was much interested 
in the University, serving as trustee, 1852-69. He was an active member of 
Christ Episcopal Church of Montpelier, serving as warden, vestryman and 
treasurer many years. 

He was married three times: first, June 9, 1825 to Mary Perrin, daughter 
of Zacharah and Mary (Talcott) Perrin; she died September 3, 1843. Four 
children were born to them: Charles, trustee of “N. U.’’ (q. v.); Edward 
Dewey, born March 29, 1829, died in Montpelier, October 26, 1900; George, 
admiral, U.S. N., ‘““N. U.’’ 55 (q v.); Mary Perrin, born October 26, 1839, 
married Dr. George Preston Greeley, ““N. U.’’ '53.

He served for eighteen years as chaplain at the Asylum for the Insane 
at Concord, N. H.; was a member of the standing committee, of the Diocese of 
New Hampshire, and was for a number of years a delegate to the general con- 
vention. 

He took a great interest in “N. U.,”” serving as trustee, 1864-77; received 
the degree of D. D., form the University in 1862; was for some years a trustee 
of the General Theological Seminary. 





JOSEPH KEYES EGERTON, A. M. 


Joseph K. Egerton, son of Ariel and Abigail Proctor (Keyes) Egerton 
was born in Northfield, Vermont, October 20, 1828. He attended the public 
and private schools in Quechee, Vt., the Woodstock High School, and Thetford 
Academy. He received the honorary degree of A. M. from Norwich Univer- 
sity in 1909. 

He clerked in Hartford, 1845-49, Brookfield, 1849-50, Northfield, 1850-51; 
engaged in the gencral mercantile business in Quechee, 1852-61, was post- 
master, 1855-61; lived in Norwich, 1861-76, and was town agent, town 
treasurer and justice of the peace. 

He returned to Northfield in 1876, where he conducted a general insurance 
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agency from 1876 until 1907, when he retired from active business, and in 1909 
removed from the village to Springvale Farm, East Hill, where he now 

He has been a Republican in politics ever since the organization of that 
party. In Northfield, he bas been village clerk and treasurer, town clerk, 
auditor and justice of the peace.

Charles W. Emerson, son of Thomas and Mary (Hewitt) Emerson, was 
born in Pittsfield, Vt., November 30, 1837, and died at Millis, Mass., Novem- 
ber 30, 1908, His childhood was passed among the picturesque bills of his 
birthplace until 1845, when his parents moved to a neighboring hillside in 
Stockbridge, Vt, (near Rochester). He attended the schools of Stockbridge 
and received instruction fram his father, a well known teacher and Rev. 
Augustus Wing, in the higher English, Scientific and Classical studies. He 
completed a course of Theology 
under Rey, Dr. Tyler of Brattle- 
boro, Vt., preaching his first sermon 
al the age of nineteen. 

He was ordained to the minis- 
try by the Association of Congre- 
gational Ministers in Windham 
County, Vt. in 1858. He was 
pastor of churches in Halifax, Vt., 
in 1858-61; Brookfield, Vt., 1861- 
65; Northfield, Vt., 1865-68; First 
chureh, Fitehburg, Mass., 1868-73. 

Dr, Emerson was a power in 
the ministry by reason of his 
moving eloquence, his keen spiritual 
discernment, his unfailing sympathy 
and his spirit of benevolence. His 
churches were crowded with eager 
listeners. He made hundreds of 
converts, church societies 
from a condition of decay to that 
of flourishing life. After twenty 
years of effort in this field of work, 

Rev, Charles Wesley Emerson. he was forced by failing health 
to abandon it. He then spent a few months in rest and travel in the British 
Isles. 

Upon his return home, he entered the University of Pennsylvania and 
graduated M. D. in 1877. He subsequently added courses of Law and Ora~ 
tory in the Boston University, He was appointed in 1877, lecturer of Vocal 
Physiology and Hygiene in the Boston University School of Oratory; and upon 
the death of its president, Professor Monroe, this department of the University 
was discontinued. Dr, Emerson perceived that a great work was still to be 
accomplished in the study of Oratory, so drawing about him « few friends, he 
opened a school of Oratory, named in honor of the late Professor Monroe—the 
Monroe Conservatory of Ori y. Later, at the request of the alumni, this 
mame was changed to the Emerson College of Oratory. ‘This little school 
grew so rapidly that during the next twenty years it repeatedly outgrew and 
extended its boundaries; and long before Dr, Emerson retired from public 
life, in 1902, it was recognized as the largest school of vocal expression in the 
world. Today Dr. Emerson's disciples are teaching in primary and secondary 
schools, state normal schools, colleges and universities throughout the United 
States and the British provinces, 
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1909 was elected a trustee. He has established several prizes at the University 
to encourage horsemanship, and has given liberal aid toward purchasing horse: 
for the “N. U.’’ squadron of cavalry. He is a member of the Episcopal church

He attended the Leland Gray 
Seminary at Townshend, Vt., and the Vermont Academy at Saxtons River, 
Vt. He taught school for several terms; was principal of the South London- 
derry schools, 1886-87. He studied law with A. E. Cudworth of London- 
derry, 1886-87; with Milon Davidson of Newfane 1887; with Hon. Gaines M. 
Tyler in Brattleboro 1887; and with Judge Levant M. Reed of Bellows Falls 
1888-89. During the latter time, he served as register of probate of the 
district of Westminister; also during his residence in Bellows Falls, served as 
local editor of the Bellows Falls Times. He was admitted to the bar in Octo- 
ber, 1889; and in January, 1890, located in Vergennes, Vt., where he has 
practiced his profession to date.

He entered the United States Military Academy at West Point in 1850, 
and graduated fourth in general standing in 1864; was promoted 2d lieutenant, 
United States Ordnance department; was stationed at Watervliet Arsenal, 
N_Y., 1854-55; was in command Kennebec Arsenal, Me., 1855656; was chief of 
ordnance on the staff of General Harney in the campaign against the Seminole 
Indians, 1856-57; instructor, Mathematics, West Point, 1857-61; resigned his 
commission in 1861, and was made colonel of the 3d Maine Volunteers, onga- 
nized the regiment, and was assigned to McDowells command in Virginia; 
commanded his brigade composed of the 3d, 4th and Sth Maine and 2d Ver- 
mont Regiments of Volunteers and took part in the first battle of Bull Run; 
was commissioned brigadier-general of volunteers, September 8, 1861, and 
commanded his brigade in all operations in the spring of 1862; was in com- 
mand of the expedition of Rappahannock serving with much credit; then in 
McClellan's army in the battles of Yorktown, Williamsburg, and Fair Oaks; 
in this Inst battle he was twice wounded in his right arm which necessitated 
the amputation of the arm; was on leave two months, spending the time raising 
troops in Maine; commanded his brigade at the second battle of Bull Run; at 
the battle of Antietam, where General Sedgwick was wounded and the com- 
mand of the 2d Division, 2d Corps, devolved upon him; commanded this division 
in the battle of Fredericksburg; was in command of the 2d Corps at different 
times during the winter of 1862-63; was promoted major-general of volunteers, 
November 29, 1862, 

‘In April 1863, he waa assigned to the command of the 1th Army Corps 
which he commanded in the battle of Chancellorsyille, and at the battle of 
Gettysburg, where he distinguished himself, especially in command of the 
first day’s fight. The credit of eelecting the field for the battle belongs to him. 
His corps was assigned to the Army of the Cumberland and he commanded it 
in the battle of Wauhatehie, October 28, 1863; in the battles of Missionary 
Ridge, December 24 and 265, 1863, and to the relief of Nashville. He was 
assigned to the command of the 4th Army Corps and tool part in and per- 
formed conspicuous duty in all the battles of the succeeding Atlanta eam- 
paign. After the battle of Atlanta, July 22, 1864, he was placed in command 
of the Army of the Tennessee, and for his conspicuous gallantry at the battle 
of Bara Church, July 28, 1864 in which he commanded alone, was brevetted a 
major-general in the regular army, March 13, 1865, Tn the Sherman's famous 
“March to the Sea’’ through Georgia and the Carolinas, he commanded the 
right wing (‘The Army of the 'l'ennessee) of Sherman’s Army, participating in 
many battles and the final surrender of General Johnston's Army. For his 
gallant capture of Fort McAllister in the taking of Savannah, Ga, December 
21, 1864, General Howard was made a brigadier-general in the Regular Army. 
On May 12, 1865, hewas assigned to the War Department in Washington and 
placed in command of the Bureau of Refugees, Freedom and Abandoned Lands, 
which position he held for seven years, meeting with great success, in caring 
for the negroes from slavery to freedom. 
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He was sent in 1872 by General Grant to make peace with the Chiricahua 
Apaches and settle difficulties with other tribes in Arizona and New Mexico. 


conclusion after much hard fighting. He also, in the spring of 1879, conquered 
the “Sheep-Eaters” Indians, and placed them at work in Vancouver and the 
children in school. In December, 1880, he was detailed as superintendent, 
of the United States Military Academy at West Point, which position he held

Funk & Wagnalls, N. Y.; Pighting for Humanity, F. Neely & Co., N. Y.; 
My Life and Experience ‘Among the Hostile Indians, Worthington & Co, Hart- 
ford; Autobiography, two volumes (1906), The Baker & Taylor Co., New York; 
Indian Chiefs I Hare Known, (Boys book), Century Co., New York; a series 
of monographs published extensively in the National Tribune, Washington, 
D.C. He wrote many articles for the United States Military Service Jour- 
nal, and for the various magazines and newspapers of the country. He was 
a popular lecturer and presented many lectures on the lives of the great 
Army Commanders and the campaigns and battles of the Civil and Indian 
Wars. He drew audiences of 500 to 3000 people even to the last week of 
his life. 

General Howard was the recipient of many honors. The Medal of Honor 
was conferred upon him by Congress for his gallantry in the battle of Fair 
Oaks; received the thanks of Congress, January 28, 1864 for his conspicuous 
work at Gettysburg; received the decoration of the Legion of Honor from the 
President of France,when on temporary duty attending the French manoeuvers 
in 1884; received the degree of A. M. in course from Bowdoin in 1849 and LL.D. 
in 1865. This last degree wes conferred upon him by Waterville, (Me.) Col- 
lege in 1865, Gettysburg Theological Seminary in 1866, Shuryliffe College 
Indiana,1865. He was a member of the G. A. R., Society of Colonial Wars, 
Loyal Legion, G. A. R., Army of the Tennessee, Army of the Potomac, Ameri- 
can Tract Society, American Bible Society, American Temperance Society, 
Union League clubs of New York and Philadelphia, Algonquin Club of Bur- 
lington and the First Congregational Church of Burlington, serving asa mem- 
ber of its Standing Committee. In 1895, he moved to Burlington, Vt., where 
he made his home until his death:

HON. AUGUSTUS PINGRY HUNTON, A. M. 


Augustus P. Hunton, son of Ariel and Polly (Pingry) Hunton, was born in 
Groton, N. H., February 23, 1816, and died in Bethel, Vt., June 20, 1911. In 
1818, his parents removed to Hyde Park, Vt., where he attended the public 
schools. He finished his academic education at the Johnson (Vt.) academy. 
He studied law and was admitted to the bar in Montpelier, Vt., in April, 1837. 

He practiced his profession in Stockbridge, Vt., 1836-37; Bethel, Vt., 
1837-47; Chelsea, Vt.,1847-48. In this last year, he returned to Bethel, Vt., 
where he made his home until his death. In 1875, he formed a partnership 
with Hon. W. B. C. Stickney, under the firm name of Hunton & Stickney, 
and continued in the practice of his profession until his death. He was the 
oldest and one of the best known attorneys of the State. 
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built the Curde! block and the Armory, and from August 2, 1901 to Decembe; 
1902 completed the “Mayo building."’ In 1905, he built the new “Pain 
block’’ on Kast Street. He has served as director of the Northfield Trust 
Co., since its organization in 1908, He has taken grest interest in educational 
matters; served on the school board during 1882-86, Tn June, 1885, he wat 
elected a trustee of the University 
and has served to date; has been 
for several years a member of the 
Executive Committee of the Uni- 
versity, In 1884, he was instru- 
mental in securing the first State 
aid in granting scholarships to 
“N. U,"'; received the honorary de- 
gree of A. M. from the University 
in 1910. 

He is a Democrat in politics 
and has taken a prominent part in 
affairs of his party; has served for 
many years as a {delegate to the 
county and State conventions from 
Northfield; was chairman of the 
county committee several years; 
was a village trustee in 1884 and 
1898; represented Northfield in the 
House of Representatives in 1884- 
86, 1886-88 and 1900-02; was his

In the spring of 
1860, he began work in the meat market of the late Capt. W. H, Boynton, 
where he remained until April 18, 1861, when he enlisted in Captain Boyn- 
ton's Company, Co, H, 1st Vermont Infantry.

Calvin Granger; the Orange County Grammar School, Randolph, Vt.; the Kim- 
ball Union Academy in Moriden, N, H., and the Washington Coun 
School, Montpelier, Vt. He entered the University of Vermont in 1846, and 
graduated A. B.in 1850. During his college course, ho taught school winters. 
He began the study of medicine with his father in 1850 and was for a time a 
private stadent of Professor Peaslee of Dartmouth. He then entered the Dart- 
mouth Medical College and graduated M.D. in 1854. 

He then began the practice of his profession in Northfield, which he con- 
tinued until his death. In 1854, he formed a partnership with George Tucker, 
"47, and engaged in the drug business until Mr. Tucker withdrew from the 
firm, Dr, Porter continued in the business until 1804, when he sold to Dr.

Henry V. Partridge, son of Capt. Alden Partridge, U. 5. A., the founder 
of “N, U," and Anna Elizabeth Swazey) Partridge, was born in Norwich, 
Vt., September 10, 1839, He attended the public schools, and the Bristol 
College, Bristol, Pa., founded by his father in 1853. He read law in the office 
of J, C. Crooker, '43, Mendota, IIL, 1859-60, and in the office of L. D, Wet- 
more, Warren, Pa., December 1860 to April 1861. 

On the breaking out ofthe Civil 
War, he offered his services to the 
State of Pennsylvania, and entered 
the service as Ist lieutenant of 
the “Warren Guards,” which sub- 
sequently became Co. FL., 39th’ 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, (or 10th 
regiment P. R, V.C., McCall's Divi- 
sion); was commissioned captain 
of same company, August 15, 1861; 
was discharged for disability, July 6, 
1862. During June-May 11, 1864, 
he rendered valuablenid in assisting 
the wounded soldiers to the North- 
emn hospitals, receiving the thanks 
of J. M. M. Cuyler, then acting 
medical inspector-general, for his 
efficient services. 

He served as attorney for the 
Union Paper Collar Co. of New 
York City, June 1861June 30, 
1872. He is a Democrat in polities; 
Capt. Henry Villiers Partridge, represented Norwich in the House 
of Representatives, 1882-84; was elected justice of the peace, Norwich, 
but declined the office. He has served as tristee of the Dartmouth Savings 
Bank since January 3, 1888, and has been for several years one of its 
auditors.

He performed this delicate office with marked ability 
and to the entire satisfaction of the countries interested. He was later selected 
by France and Venezuela as umpire in the French-Venezuelan mixed commis- 
sion, which sat at Northfield, in 1905. He was elected to the United States 
Congress from the Second (Vt.) District in September, 1908, and was re-elected 
in 1910. He served on the committees of Agriculture, War Claims and Rail- 
ways and Canals in the 61st Congress; and in the 62d Congress, he is retained 
on the two committees first named. 

He has taken an active interest in the affairs of Northfield. He was a 
member of the school board twenty-three years; moderator of the town meet- 
ings many years, and chairman of the board of trustee of the village for over 
fifteen years. He has served as trustee of the Northfield Savings Bank, since 
1892, and as vice-president since 1907. 

He has attained high rank as an orator and debater. In 1884, he was 
sent to Michigan by the Republican National Committee as a political orator; 
and was returned to that State by the National Committee in 1888, 1892 and 
1896 and was recalled by the State committee in 1886 and 1890. In 1910, he 
was sent. by the Congressional Committee to Michigan and Indiana. 

He has often been called upon by the State Republican Committee for 
service during campaigns. He has delivered many lectures in various towns, 
in this and other states; has also addressed the Peace Conference at Lake 
Mohonk, N. Y. 

He is an active member of the Methodist Episcopal Church, serving for 
many years as a steward of the church and as superintendent of the Sunday 
School.

HON. RODERICK RICHARDSON. 


Roderick Richardson, son of Roderick and Anna (Davis) Richardson, was 
born in Stafford, Conn., August 7, 1807, and died in Newton Highlands, Mass., 
December 13, 1882. In 1807, his parents removed to Waitsfield, Vt., where 
he attended the public schools. 

At an early age, he entered his father’s business attending to the store, 
hotel, farming, and other business. At the age of about seventeen he first 
visited Boston, in company with his father, to purchase a small stock of goods, 
and thereafter made all the purchases and had the whole charge of that busi- 
ness, at the same time attending to the other departments of business in which 
his father was engaged. In 1830, he became a partner with his father in the 
mercantile business in Waitsfield. This partnership was dissolved in the thirties 
and from that time until 1855, when he removed to Montpelier, he continued 
in trade, being associated with various parties. He took a prominent part in 
the affairs of Montpelier; engaged in banking for several years; was for two and 
one half years president of the Montpelier & Wells River R. R. He engaged in 
banking in Freeport, Ill., In 1869, he removed to Boston and took an interest 
in a commission house in order to introduce his sons into business. In 1871, 
he retired from active labor making his residence in the Newton Highlands 
until his death. He was at first a Whig in politics and later a Republican, and 
held many offices; was postmaster of Waitsfield 1829-44; represented the town 
in the House of Representatives 1837-39, and 1850-51; was town treasurer 
1838-40; selectman during 1840, 1846 and 1850; senator in 1844-48; assistant 
judge, Washington county court in 1848. 

He was a active member of the Episcopal Church. On his removal to 
Montpelier be took a prominent part in the affairs of the Christ Episcopal 
church. He contributed liberally toward the erection of the large stone 
edifice on State Street, which is a noble specimen of architecture; was a mem- 
ber of the standing committee of the diocese of Vermont; served as a delegate 
to the church convention 1854-69; was a delegate to the triennial convention 
of the church in New York City and Philadelphia; was senior warden of the 
Christ church in Montpelier and of the Church of the Messiah in Boston. 
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He was married February 28, 1839, to Harriet Emeline Taylor. Four 
children were born to them: Roderick Julius, “N. U.’’ '71, (q. v.); Louis 
Ferdinand, died in infancy; Dan Erekine; Roderick Davis. 


COL. FREDERICK ELIJAH SMITH. 

Frederick E. Smith, son of Elijah and Anna (Robinson) Smith, was bom 
in Northfield, Vt., June 11, 1830, and died at Montpelier, Vt., February 24, 
1907. He was educated in the old Northfield Academy and at Newbury 
Seminary, Newbury, Vt. After leaving school, he worked for a time on the 
construction of the Vermont Central Railroad, and later entered the drug 
business in Northfield. 

In 1848, he entered the employ 
of Loomis and Camp of Montpelier 
as clerk, and in 1853 bought the drug 
business of the late Dr. S. K. Collins, 
which he conducted until 1861, 
when he gave up his services to his 
country; was appointed in August, 
1861, to take charge of the camp 
of the 6th Vermont Volunteers, 
rendesvoused in Montpelier. In 
October, 1861, was sent by Governor 
Fairbank to the Army of the Poto- 
mac to make settlements with the 
Vermont troops, which had left the 
State before their accounts were ad- 
justed; was appointed quarter master 
of the 8th Vermont Volunteers, Nov- 
ember 23, 1861, and assisted in re- 
cruiting the regiment; prepared the 
camp at Brattleboro for the regiment; 
served with his regiment with distine- 
tion in the Department of the Gulf; 

Col. Frederick Elijah Smith. was appointed in September, 1862, 
brigade commissary on Gencral Weitzel’s Staff and served in this capacity 
until mustered out of service, November 30, 1863. He re-entered the service 
and remained until May 1865. 

He returned to Montpelier and, forming a partnership with his brother 
J. Elliott. Smith, conducted a fancy goods store until 1869, when he moved 
to New York city and was engaged in the same busines until 1874, when he 
returned to Montpelier. He was director of the Vermont Mutual Fire In- 
surance Co., 1875-1907; vice-president, 1877-87, 1891-95; president, 1887-91, 
1895-07. During 1891-95, he was interested in developing property in Tennes- 
see; was one of the organizers of the First National Bank of Montpelier in 
1864, and a member of its board of directors 1864-69, 1874-1907; vice-presi- 
dent, 1892-1905, president, 1905-07. He was the director of the following 
companies and organizations: National Life Insurance Co., 1865-1907 and a 
member of its finance committee 1892-1907; Wetmore and Morse Granite 
Co., 1889-1907; R. C. Bowers Granite Co., director from its organization 
until his death; Washington County Grammar School and ite secretary thirty- 
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seven years; Soldier's Home, Bennington, Vt., 1902-1907; served as trustee 
Norwich University, 1875-81, 1885-1907. He was State senator from Wash- 
ington Co., 1886-88. 

He was s member of the Christ Episcopal Church of Montpelier, and a 
warden 1982-1907; and of the board of trustees of the Diocese of Vermont; 
Reunion Society of Vermont and its secretary twenty-five years; Military 
Onder of the Loyal Legion; of the Masonic Bodies of Montpelier; Brooks Past, 
G. A. R.; Sons of the American Revolution; Vermont Historical Society. 

He was married October 12, 1852, to Abba Morrill Hale of Danville, who 
survives him, Three children were barn to them: two sons, George and Fred, 
dying in infancy and Walter Jospeh, born May 9, 1862, and died May, 1881. 


GEORGE WASHINGTON SOPER. 

George W. Soper, son of John Lawrence and Eliza Jane (Vial) Soper, was 
born in South Dorset, Vt., June 28, 1834, and died in Randolph, Vt., March 
12, 1888, 

Tn 1855, he removed to Northfield, Vt., where he engaged in monumental 
business with EN. Howe for several years. He was a Republican in polities 
and held several positions; served as postmaster of Northfield, 1867-70; 
United States railway postal elerk, St. Albans, Vt. to Boston, Mass,, 1870+ 
November, 1887. He was active in securing the removal of the University 
from Norwich to Northfield; served as a trustee, 1883-88. He was a member 
of St, Mary's Episcopal church and DeWitt Lodge, F. and A, M. of Northfield, 

He was married December 21, 1857, to Ellen Eliza Bradford of Northfield, 
who died in 1869; no children.

James C. B. Thayer, son of Dr.

He then worked 
in Thetford and located in West 
Fairlee, where he made his home 
until 1870, when he removed to 
Montpelier. On the breaking out of 
the Civil War, he took an active 
part in the support of the Union. 
At the special session of the Legis- 
lature called by Governor Fairbanks 
in April, 1861, he advocated the rais-

dollars for war purposes, and due largely to his fiery seal, the measure

He was commissioned colonel of the 8th Vermont Infantry, November 
12, 1861, Hoe served with distinction in the Department of the Gulf, until 
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1864, when he was ordered North. He served under Sheridan in the Shenan- 
doah Valley; was conspicuous for bravery in the battles of Winchester, Fisher’s 
Hill and CedarCreek. He was especially commended in “general‘orders,’’ for 
his services in the battle of Winchester, September 19, 1864, when he charged 
the enemy with the 8th Vermont and 12th Connecticut regiments, under 
his command and on his own responsibility. He was awarded a “Medal of 
Honor’’ by Congress July 25, 1892, for ‘distinguished services in a hand to 
hand encounter’ at Cedar Creek, Va., October 19, 1864; was commissioned 
brigadier-general of volunteers, February 1, 1865, and served until August 24, 
1865, when he was mustered out of service. _ 

He was one of the leading members of the Democratic Party in Ver- 
mont until 1861, when he joined the Republican Party. He held many posi- 
tions of trust; represented West Fairlee in the House of Representatives, 1838, 
1839, 1845, 1846, 1860 and 1861;State senator from Orange County, 1848 and 
1849; delegate to the State Constitutional Convention of 1843 and 1850; 
register of probate for the district of Bradford, 1842-1846, and judge, 1847- 
49; was a delegate to the National Democratic Convention in 1848-1852, 1856 
and 1860; was lieutenant governor of the State, 1867 and 1868; United States 
pension agent for Vermont, with headquarters in Montpelier, Vt., 1870-77. 

He was connected with several business enterprises; was president of the 
United States Clothes Pin Co. of Montpelier, also engaged in the jobbing of 
lumber, and house finishing materials; was president of the North Haverhill 
Granite Co. He was a member of the G. A. R.; The Camp of Sons of Veterans 
of Montpelier, was named in his honor, ‘Stephen Thomas Camp.’’ He was a 
personal friend of Captain Partridge and Gen. T. B. Ransom and took great in- 
terest in the University, serving as trustee from August 18, 1852 until June 
17, 1869. 

He was married to Ann Peabody of Reading, Vt., who died in West Fair- 
lee, January 8, 1877. Two children were born to them: Hartop Percell 
. U.’’ '54 (q. v.) and Amanda Thomas, born in West Fairlee, Vt., mar- 
ried Luther Newcomb, died October 18, 1902. 





JUDGE WHEELOCK GRAVES VEAZEY, A. B., LL.D. 


Wheelock G. Veazey, son of Jonathan and Annie (Stevens) Veazey, was 
born in Brentwood, Rockingham County, N. H., December 5, 1835, and died 
in Washington, D. C., March 22, 1898. He prepared for college at the Phillips 
Academy, Exeter, N. H., and graduated A.B. from Dartmouth College, in 
1859 and LL. B. from the Albany (N. Y.) Law School in 1860; received the 
degree of LL. D. from Dartmouth in 1887. 

He was admitted to the Windsor County bar in 1860; practiced his pro- 
fession at Springfield, Vt., 1860-61. On the breaking out of the Civil War, he 
offered his services to the state of Vermont. He enlisted in Co. A, 3d Ver- 
mont Infantry in July, 1861; was commissioned captain same company, 
July 16, 1861; was promoted lieutenant-colonel, August 15, 1861; was ap- 
pointed provost marshal of Gen. William F. Smith’s Division, February 18, 
1862; was appointed colonel of the 16th Vermont Infantry, September 27, 
1862; was mustered out of service, August 10, 1863; was forced to decline a 
commission as brigadier-general, owing to ill health. He took part in the 
following battles: Lewinsville, Va., the siege of Yorktown, Lee’s Mills, Wil- 
liamsburg, Golding’s Farm, Savage Station, Glendale and Gettysburg. He 
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was especially commended for his services at the battle of Savage Station and 
Gettysburg; received a Medal of Honor from Congress for his gallantry at 
Gettysburg. He located in Rutland, Vt., in 1863, where he practiced his pro- 
fession until 1880. 

He was a Republican in politics and held many offices; was reporter of 
the decision of the Supreme Court of Vermont, 1864-72; State senator, Rutland 
County in 1872 and 1873; registrar in bankruptcy, 1873-74; was delegate-at- 
large to the Republican Nationa! Convention in Cincinnati in 1876; was State 
commissioner in 1879 to investigate and report upon the court expenses; was 
a member of the commission to revise the laws of Vermont in 1880; was justice 
of the Supreme Court of Vermont, 1880-89; member of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission from 1889 until 1897, when owing to failing health, he was 
forced to resign the office. 

He took great interest in the G. A. R.; was commander of the Rutland 
Post, for some time; served as commander of the Department of Vermont 
three years. He was judge advocate-general of the National G. A. R., in 
1887 and 1888, commander-in-chief in 1890. He took an active interest in 
educational matters, served as trustee of Dartmouth College, 1880-91; was 
trustee of N.U.,’" 1878-84. 

He was married June 22, 1861, to Julia A. Beard of Nashus, N. H., who 
survives him, with two children. 











HON. EDMUND WESTON, A. M. 


Edmund Weston, son of Abner 
and Huldah (Washburn) Weston, was 
born in Randolph, Vt., February 18, 
1799, and died there July 14, 1870. 
He prepared for college at the Orange 
County Grammar School and grad- 
uated A. B. from the University of 
Vermont in 1821; received the degree 
of A. M. in course in 1836. 

He studied law with United 
States Senator Dudley Chase and 

| William Nutting, Esq., and was ad- 
mitted to the bar in December, 1824. 
He practiced his profession in Ran- 
dolph, Vt., and at Montpelier for 
many years. He was a Whig in 
politics and later a Republican. He 
held several offices in line with his 
profession and on two occasions de- 
clined the nomination for governor of 
Vermont, when such nominations 
meant elections. His tastes were 
Hon, Edmund Weston, those of a student, and his practice 
was in his more mature years exclusively devoted to cases of last resort before 
the highest. court of his State and equity pleading. 
In 1835-37, and in 1842 he was state’s attorney for Orange Co., and in 
1845 and 1846 judge of probate, at a period in the history of Vermont and 
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New York, when litigation over land tenures and descent waa of the highest 
importance growing out of the controversy between the two states, one juris- 
diction over boundary territory, His home was the center of scholarship 
and his acquaintance and influence was sought by the leading men in Ver- 
mont affairs, He was deeply interested in edueational matters; served as 
trustee of the University, 1853-67, He was a member of the Episcopal church, 
and prominent in the M asonic Lodge. 

He was married three times: first, January 8, 1824, to Sarah, daughter of 
Maj. Gen. Joseph Edson, United States marshal for Vermont. She died 
November 20, 1851. Three children were born to them: Edmund, Jr., “N. 
U.,"" 48 (q. ¥.); Sarah Olivia, born August 27, 1837, married Mr, F, A. Aiken, 
died May 25, 1890; Mary Elizabeth, born March 29, 1839, married Mr. Howard 
Van Dyke, residesin Washington, D.C. with her sons Edmund W. and Harry 
W. Van Dyke. There were no children by the second or third marriages,

HON. TRUMAN CHITTENDEN. 


Truman Chittenden, fourth and youngest son of Hon. Thomas Chittenden, 
the first governor of Vermont, and Elizabeth (Meigs) Chittenden, was bom 
in Salisbury, Conn., August 3, 1770, and died in Williston, Vt., February 
1, 1853. In 1773, his father moved to Williston, Vt. 

At an early age, he became prominent in the political affairs of the State, 
being a Whig in politics. He was a member of the Governor’s Council from 
October, 1815 until October, 1828; represented Williston in the House of 
Representatives, four years; was a candidate for lieutenant-governor in 1844, 
and for governor in 1835, being defeated by Silas H. Jennison (q. v.). He 
served for seven years as judge of the county court and for eleven years as 
judge of probate and was for thirty years, justice of the peace. He also held 
many town offices. 

He engaged extensively in farming and in various business enterprises 
in Williston, until his death. He was elected trustee of the Vermont State 
Bank in 1808, serving several years. He took great interest in educational 
matters; was a member of the Corporation of the University of Vermont from 
1813 until 1839. He was a personal friend of Capt. Alden Partridge and 
served as trustee of “N. U.’’ from August 28, 1835, until September 7, 1843. 

He married Lucy Jones, a native of Claremont, N. H. Thirteen children 
were born to them: Beulah, married Giles T. Chittenden; Giles; Harry; An- 
son; Miranda; Martin; Elijah; Jonas Galusha; Lucy Mariah, married Col. 
Fred Fletcher; Pamelia, married Luther Bloagett; Beulah, married Col. Fred 
Fletcher; Jane, married William C. Whitman; Mary, married Thomas Jeffer- 
son Chittenden. 


CHAPTER II. 


Sxetcues or Presmpents, AcTING Presipents AND VICE-PRESIDENTS, 
1866-1911. 


COL. SAMUEL WALKER SHATTUCK, C. E., A. M., LL. D. 


Samuel W. Shattuck, son of Col. Walter and Roxanna (Fletcher) Shattuck, 
was born in Groton, Mass., February 18, 1841. He prepared for college at the 
Lawrence Academy, Groton, and entered the University in September, 1858, 
graduating B. S., in 1860; was adjutant of the corps of cadets; member of the 
6 X Fraternity; received from the University the degree of C. E. in 1871, 
A. M. in 1867, and LL. D. in 1907. Z 

He was appointed instructor in Mathematics and Tactics soon after 
graduation and served until April, 1861, when he joined the famous 6th 
Massachusetts Regiment of which he was sergent-major, on its memorable 
trip to Washington. This regiment was the first to reach Washington after 
President Lincoln’s first call for ‘troops; and on its passage through Balti- 
more, four men were killed and thirty-six wounded, being the “first northern 
blood to crimson the soil of the South.’’ He served with the regiment in 
Baltimore and Washington until August, 1861, when the regiment was 
mustered out of servite. He returned to his position at the University in 
September, 1861. In the summer of 1862, he was appointed State drill master 
and served several months in drilling and instructing troops in Brattleboro, Vt.; 
was commissioned adjutant of the 8th Vermont Infantry in October, 1863; 
captain, Co. H, same regiment, November 24, 1864; was wounded at the battle 
of Cedar Creek, October 19, 1864; was mustered out of service, June 28, 1865. 
He served as adjutant of his brigade, September, 1864 to January, 1865; 
inspector, January, 1865 to June 28, 1865, when the regiment was mustered 
out. He was often called upon to make use of his enginccring education; 
he laid out and superintended the construction of several field fortifications 
for large bodies of men. 

He performed gallant service in a charge at the battle of Winchester, Sep- 
tember 19, 1864. The Union troops, through lack of cartridges to return the 
fire, were being driven back and General Thomas, trustee, “N.U.,’’ (q. v.) was 
ordered to support the line with his regiment, and the 12th Connecticut. We 
quote from Greely’s American Conflict (Volume 2, page 609): “Colonel Thomas, 
8th Vermont, ordered his men to charge at double quick with bayonet. In 
vain general officers shouted ‘Halt’, ‘Lie down,’ ‘Wait for supports,’ ctc.; 
for, while some were still confused and vacillating, a staff officer from the right 
galloped in front and pointed with his saber to the woods which sheltered the 
enemy. At once, all dissent was silenced, all hesitation at un end; the whole 
center, as one man, swept forward, cheering, and plunged into the woods, 
meeting there Crook’s corps, charging from the flank. All the Confederates 
who could still travel were by this time going or gone’ This staff officer was 
Adjutant Shattuck, who led the right of his regiment. General Thomas gave the 
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details of this charge to the compiler of this history in 1898, and paid glowing 
tributes to Captain Shattuck as a gallant officer. General Thomas stated that 
the movement was upon the Adjutant’s initiative; that it was without orders, 
if not against orders; and that the Corps Commander tried to stop it. But 
Sheridan approved it, and that made it legal; it won, and that made it gallant 
and patriotic. 

He also took conspicuous part in the grand stand made by the gallant 
brigade commanded by Gen. Stephen Thomas against the forces of General 
Early, October 19, 1864, at Winchester. In the early morning, two divisions 
of the Confederate Army had gained a position to the left and rear of the 
8th Army Corps, when a simultaneous 
attack was made in front and flank. 
This corps was completely routed, 
losing over forty pieces of cannon, 
which were turned upon the Union 
army. As a desperate move to save 
the balance of the Army, General 
Thomas’ brigade was ordered to pro- 
tect the left flank. The 8th Vermont 
was on the left, and came im- 
mediately in contact with the en- 
emy. It fought with such desperate 
valor and at such odds that in less 
than thirty minutes it had lost in 
dead and wounded more than half of 
its men; and out of sixteen officers, 
it had thirteen killed and wounded. 
Adjutant Shattuck had his horse 
killed and was wounded himself, 
but remained with the colors and 
the few men who were able to get 
back to the line, which had been 
Col. Samuel Walker Shattuck. formed by the 6th Corps. 

In September, 1865, Captain Shattuck returned to the University as 
professor of Mathematics and Tactics; was acting president, December, 1865 
to June, 1866; wax vice-president and adjutant professor of Mathematics 
and Military Science, 1866-68. He was inspector-general of Vermont, 1867- 
68, with rank of colonel. In June, 1868, he was elected assistant professor of 
Mathematics and instructor in Tactics at the University of Illinois; was pro- 
moted professor, same subjects. in 1871; was acting president for six months 
in 1873; vice president two years and Dean of the Department of Mathematics, 
1868-1908. 

He was an efficient and popular professor, but as President Draper of 
the University states: ‘‘the time came when he could no longer fill two positions 
that were already great and steadily growing greater and when it was easier 
to find professors than comptrollers.’’ He was business agent of the University 
from 1873 until 1905, when he was appointed comptroller, which position he 
still retains. This office has charge of all the details of the business manage- 
ment of the University and general supervision of ite finances. When Colonel 
Shattuck went to the University in 1868, its attendance was 142 and its 
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disbursements were $48,000. In the forty-two years of his service, the at-- 
tendance has increased to 5,000 and its disbursements to $2,000,000. 

He is a member of the G. A. R.; Loyal Legion; American Mathematical 
Society; fellow of the American Association for the Advancement of Science; 
National Geographic Society; 2 X Fraternity; Union League Club; C. C. 
Country. 

He was married August 14, 1866, to Adelaide Louisa White of Columbus, 
Ohio. Four children have been born to them: Charles White, born May 31, 
1867, resides in Chicago, Ill.; Anna Fletcher, born December 7, 1868, married 
Prof. Arthur W. Palmer of the University of Illinois, resides in Urbana, IIl.; 
Edith Louise, born March 12, 1870, married Prof. James McLaven, University 
of Illinois, resides in Champaign, Ill.; Walter Francis White, born December 
12, 1871, now professor of Architecture in the Chicago School of Architecture. 


PRESIDENT THOMAS WOODRUFF WALKER, U.S. A., A. M. 

Thomas W. Walker was born in New Albany, Ind., June 16, 1833, and 
died in Dr. Edwin E. Smith’s private sanitarium, South Wilton, Conn., Dec- 
ember 9, 1890. He entered the United States Military Academy, West Point, 
N.Y., July 1, 1852, and graduated July 1, 1856; was on the same date com- 
missioned 2d lieutenant, 3d United States Infantry; was promoted first 
lieutenant, April 11, 1861, and captain, May 20, 1861; was retired from 
active service, September 11, 1863. 

He served at Fort Defiance, New Mexico, 1857-60, being engaged in 
battle with the Indians, near that fort, May 30, and September 19, 1858. 
He took part in the Navajo expedition in this last year, being engaged in a 
skirmish with the Indians at Ranchos de les Arragones, New Mexico, October 
10, 1858. He also served with his command against the Tuni-Cha, Navajo 
Indians in November, 1859; was actively engaged in scouting in 1860. In 
this last year, he accompanied his command to Texas, where he served for a 
short time. He was then on leave of absence until 1861. 

On April 26, 1861, he was ordered to Cincinnati, Ohio, as mustering and 
disbursing officer, where he served until September 27. He then engaged 
in reorganizing his company at Fort Columbus, N. Y., September 30, 1861 to 
February 10, 1862. He served in the defence of Washington, D. C., February 
10 to March 10, 1862; took part in the Virginia Peninsular campaign with 
the Army of the Potomac, from March to August, 1862, being engaged in the 
siege of Yorktown, April 5 to May 4, 1862. He took part in the advance on 
Hanover Court House in May, 1862; in the skirmish on the Chickahominy 
river, June 5, 1862; the battles of Gaines’ Mills, June 27, 1862, Malvern Hill, 
July 1, 1862, Harrison’s Landing, July 2, 1862. He served with his command 
in the Northern Virginia campaign from August to September, 1862; being 
engaged in the battle of Manassas, August 30, 1862. He served in the Mary- 
land campaign, with the Army of the Potomac, from September to November, 
1862, being engaged in the battles of Antietam, September 17, 1862, Snickers’ 
Gap, Va., November 3, 1862. He served with his command on the march to 
Falmouth, Va., October to November, 1862; in the Rappahannock campaign, 
December, 1862 to January, 1863, being engaged in the battle of Fredericks- 
burg, December 13, 1862. 

He was on sick leave from January 27 to March 15, 1863; was on recruiting 
and mustering service in New York city, March 27 to July 30, 1863; was in 
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the United States Army hospital at Annapolis, Md., from August to September, 
1863; served as mustering and disbursing officer at Davenport, Iowa, February 
17 to July 27, 1864, He was then awaiting orders until May 19, 1865; served 
ag mustering officer, state of New Jersey, May 19 to September 8, 1865; 
was awaiting orders from September 8, 1865 until February 13, 1867, when he 
received permission to accept the presidency of “N. U.,’’ under act of Congress 
of July 28, 1866. He was brevetted major, June 27, 1862, for “gallant and 
meritorious services at the battle of Gains’ Mill, Va.’’ 

He assumed the duties of president of the University, March 4, 1867. 
He visited Boston, New York and other cities in the interest of the University 
and did much to increase the prosperity of the Institution. Owing to failing 
health, he was forced to resign the presidency in April, 1868. The University 
conferred upon him the degree of A.M. He located in Vineland, N. J., in 1868, 
where he made his home until 1483. He studied law and was admitted to the 
bar in 1874; practiced his profession in Vineland for several years. In 1883, 
his health again failing, he went to Europe, where he made his home until 
1888, when he returned to this country. In 1889, he was removed to Dr. 
Smith's sanitarium in South Wilton, Conn., where he died. He was survived 
by a widow and a daughter. 











PRESIDENT ROGER STRONG HOWARD, A. M., D. D. 

Roger 8. Howard, son of Abijah and Octavia (Bosworth) Howard, was 
born in Thetford, Vermont, July 20, 1807, and died in Greenfield, Mass., 
April 16, ISSO. Ile graduated A. B. from Dartmouth College in 1829; re- 
ceived from his Alma Mater the degree of A. M. in 1832, and D, D. in 1868. 
He was principal of the Newburyport High School and Putnam’s Free School, 
1829-48; Bangor Girl's High School, 1850-56. 

He studied for the Episcopal Ministry, and was ordained priest by Rt. 
Rev. George Burgess, Bishop of Maine in 1856; was rector of St. Stephen’s 
Church, Portland, Maine, 1856-60; Trinity Church, Rutland, 1860-67; St. 















James’ Church, Woodstock, Vt., 1867-69; the Church of the Reconciliation,

He did much to increase the 
confidence of the public in the Institution and to raise the standard of in- 
struction.

‘His wonderful suc- 
cess in everything that he undertook, while owing doubtless in great measure 
to his unflagging and indomitable perseverance, was also attributable in equal 
measure to his personal magnetism * * * * He believed in Christian educa- 
tion * * * of the bold, vigorous and manly sort.’’—From the funeral 
address by the Rev. P. Vorhces Finch. ‘‘ We carnestly desire to place on record 
our deep appreciation of his scholarly a{tainments, his heartfelt and ever ready 
sympathy, his pure and devoted life, and of the valuable and loving services

PRESIDENT MALCOLM DOUGLASS, A. M., 8. T. D. 


Malcolm Douglass, son of Maj. David Bates Douglass, U. 8. A., and Am 
Eliza (Ellicott) Douglass, was born in West Point, N. Y., July 19, 1825, anc 
died of apoplexy in Wareham, Mass., September 25, 1887. He prepared foi 
college in the schools of Brooklyn, N. Y., and entered Trinity College in 1842 
graduating A. B. in 1846; received from his Alma Maler the degrees of A. M 
in course in 1850, and 8. T. D. in 1869, also A. M. from Hobart College in 1849. 

He was ordained deacon in Trinity Church, Geneva, N. Y., July 3, 1849, 
and priest in St. Peters Church, Auburn, N. Y., May 26, 1850; was reotor of 

ini Y., 1850-52 ;Christ Church, Albion, N. ¥., 
. Paul's Church, Waterloo, N. ¥., 1855-59. In 1859, he entered am s 
rectorship at St. Paul's Church, Windsor, Vt. These were years 
of the most faithful and fruitful work, winning the deepest love of his people 
and the thorough respect and confidence of the whole diocese. Such was the 
regard held for him by his church that on the death of Bishop John H. Hopkins 
in 1868, he was the first choice of the clergy for his successor; but he would not 
allow his name to be presented. He was elected president of the University 
in 1871, and served until 1875; also held, during this time, the professorship of 
Intellectual Philosophy and Christian Ethics; was trustee of the University, 
1863-77. 

In 1875, he became rector of Christ Church, Andover, Mass., where he 
remained until 1883, being compelled to give up the charge owing to impaired 
health, spending his summers thereafter at his seaside cottage at East Ware- 
ham, Mass. He spent the winter of 1884-85 in North Carolina and partially 
recovered his health and in 1885 took temporary charge of Christ Church, 
Plymouth, Mass.; but in 1886 he was again obliged to give up his duties; and 
spent some time in visiting in western New York. In May, 1887, he went. 
to England and visited his brother at Brighton. He returned in August to his 
summer home, apparently much benefitted and with renewed hopes of resuming 
his church work. On Sunday, September 25, he drove to the Church of the 
Good Shepherd at Warcham where, after reading the Psalm in opening the 
church service, he was obliged to retire to the vestry room, complaining of a 
strange sensation in the head. In a short time he passed away. He was 
distinguished for his charm of presence, his simple, dignified, gentle and modest 
demeanor; his absolute freedom from self-aasertion; his warm interest. in all 
who came under his charge. He was a member of ¥° 2" Fraternity of Trinity 
College. 

He was married in Geneva, N. Y., October 14, 1851, to Sarah Elizabeth, 
daughter of Rev. Benjamin Hale, D. D., president of Hobart College. She 
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survives him and resides at No. 49 Bowdoin St., Newton Highlands, M 
Six children were born to them: Mary Caroline, born in Albion, N. Y., 
resides in Newton Highlands, Mass.; Benjamin Hale,“‘N.U.’' ’76; David Ba 
“N. U.’’ '77; Malcolm, born November 25, 1864, now a physician in Ph 
delphia, Pa.; Andrew Ellicott, born July 5, 1867, professor of Physics and 
tronomy, University of Arizona, Tucson, Aris.; Moses Hale, born July 
1870, a farmer in North Charleston, N. H. 


PRESIDENT JOSIAH SWETT, A. M., D. D. 

Josiah Swett, son of Josiah and Hannah (Healey) Swett, was born 
Claremont, N. H., August 14, 1814, and died in Highgate, Vt., January 
1890; was buried in Burlington, Vt. 

He prepared for college at the Chester, Vt., Academy and the Kimb: 
Union Academy, Meriden, N. H., and entered the University in 1834, a 
graduated, A. B., in 1837; was instructor in the English Department, 1836-3 
received the degree of A. M. in course from “N. U.’’ in 1840, and the honora 
degree of A. M. from Trinity in 1856. 

He was principal of the Claremont, (N. H.) Academy, 1837-40. 1 
February, 1840, he was elected professor of the Latin and Greek Languages: 
the University, which position he held until August, 1841. In the summer: 
this year, in company with his friend and former roommate at the Universit) 
General Alonzo Jackman, he began the publication of the Citizen Soldier, i 
Norwich, Vt. The enterprise did not prove a success and in the spring of 184 
they discontinued the paper, and in August they resigned their professorship 
at the University. They soon established the New England Seminary a 
Windsor, which they conducted until the fall of 1844, when they both returne: 
to their former positions at the University. In August, 1845, he resigned hi 
professorship and became principal of the Claremont Seminary which positior 
he held until 1847, 

In 1843, he began studying for the Episcopal ministry and on March 12, 
1847, was ordained deacon by the Bishop of New Hampshire in the church at 
Claremont; and priest, by Bishop Hopkins of Vermont, September 15, 1847; 
was rector of the church in Bethel, Vt., 1847-65; was professor of Divinity in the 
Vermont Episcopal Institute, Burlington, Vt., 1865-67; was rector of churches 
in Royalton, Jericho, Fairfax, Fairfield, Swanton and Highgate. He made his 
home in Highgate from 1877 until his death. He took great interest in the 
welfare of his alma mater; served as trustee, 1857-88; was secretary of the 

board, 1862-76; acting president, August 12, 1875-October 19, 1876; received 
the degree of D. D. from the University in 1864. 

He met with marked success as a clergyman and was greatly respected and 
beloved, not only by the members of his church, but also by the people of the 
communities where he lived; was president of the Standing Committee of the 
Diocese for twenty-five years and was for several years Dean of the Convention 
of Burlington; was deputy to the General Convention which met in Phila- 
delphia in 1856. He also met with great success as a teacher, and for several 
years conducted the “Champlain Hall’’ in Highgate, Vt. He took great 
interest in military matters, served for some time as major in the militia, and 
for several years was secretary of the Military Convention of Vermont. 

‘He was a fine scholar and an able writer. He published several sermons, 
A Manual of Family Prayer, An Essay on the Firmament as the work of the Third 
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Day of Creation; English Grammar, 2 work which had an extensive sale, also 
an abridged cdition- of the same. He published an edition of Thompson's 
Seasons and Pope’s Essays on Man, with notes for the use of schools. He 
contributed numerous articles to the various periodicals, and left many un- 
published poems. 

He was twice married: first, December 6, 1843, to Mary Jarvis Campbell, 
of Windsor, Vt., who died April 6, 1845. One child, Mary Campbell, born 
December 21, 1844, married John A. Fitch, resides in Brookline, Mass. He 
was again married, October 30, 1845, to Lucy Miranda Wheeler, of Newport, 
N. H., who died September 28, 1885. Nine children were born to them: 
Hannah Sibyl, marricd Theodore P. Lukens, resides in Pasadena, Cal.; James 
Wheeler, (‘N. U.'’’72) died December 31, 1876 ; Marilla Elizabeth, lives in 
Cambridge, Mass.; William Plummer, resides in Southern Pines, N.C.; Josiah, 
resides in New Hartford, Conn.; Hester Miranda, died March 19, 1884; Paul 
Flynn, resides in Garden City, Long Island; Katherine Healey, died April 2, 
1901; Lois Jane, resides in Pasadena, Cal. 





COL, CHARLES ALBERT CURTIS, U.S. A., A. M. 


Charles A. Curtis, son of Charles Stubbs and Amanda Fitsallan (Ham) 
Curtis, was born in Hallowell, Maine, October 4, 1835, and died in Madison, 
Wis., May 26, 1907. He prepared for college at the Maine State Seminary, 
and the Yarmouth (Maine) Seminary, and entered the sophomore class of the 
University in 1858, graduating A. B. in 1861. He was one of the founders 
of the Reveille (q. v.) in 1860. - He was.a member of the A J JT Fraternity, 
and in 1868, revised its “ Ritual.'’ In 1861, he passed the examinations at 
Bowdoin College, Maine, for the degree of A. B. 

On the breaking out of the Civil War, he returned to his home in Maine 
offered his services to the State; appointed State drill master with rank of 
first lieutenant, and performed efficient duty during April-June, 1861, in dril- 
ing and instructing volunteers in fifteen towns and cities of the State. On 
June 17, 1861, he left the state for Virginia, with the Sixth Maine Regiment, as 
instruetor to the ficld officers of the regiment; took part in every action in which 
this regiment was engaged to June, 1862 and twice commanded a company 
in action. 

He was appointed in June, 1862, acting assistant adjutant-general on the 
staff of General W.S. Hancock, with the understanding that he should have the 
office permanently, should a gentleman to whom it had been previously ten- 
dered, decline. He served one month in this position, when the first appointee 
accepted. He was appointed 2d licutenant 7th United States Infantry, April 
14, 1862, for “extraordinary merit'’; was transferred, April 28, 1862, to the 
5th United States Infantry, and joined his regiment at Fort Craig, New Mexi- 
co, July 6, 1862; was promoted first lieutenant March 30, 1864, and captain 
by brevet. September 27, 1865, “for meritorious services’’ during the war; 
served against the Texan forces on the Rio Grande, 1862-65; engaged in the 
Indian Wars in New Mexico, Arizona, California and Colorado, 1865-69; was 
in command of camry Los Valles Grandes, New Mexico, October 3, 1863- 
June 9, 1864; Fort Reynolds, Col., November 17, 1867-April 1, 1869; was re- 
tired from: active duty December 15, 1870 for wounds received in line of duty, 
was given full rank of captain, U. ct of Congress in 1899. 
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‘He was detailed as professor of Military Science and Tucties at the Univer- 
sity in the fall of 1868, and reported for duty April 8, 1869, which position he 
held until August 12, 1875; served as executive officer from May, 1869 until 
September of the same year. On August 12, 1875, he resigned his position to 
accept the professorship of Military Seience and Tacties at the St. Augustine 
College at Benicia, Cal. In July, 1876, he resigned this position and returned 
to Northfield and resumed the position of professor of Military Science and 
Tactics. On October 19, 1876, he was eleeted president of the University, and 
served until July 1, 1880, when he resigned. He took a deep interest in the 
welfare of “N.U.' During 1869-80, he raised considerable sums of money 
for the improvement of the University grounds and the completion of “Jack- 
man Hall.'' He compiled the first book of regulations published by the 
University, and under his administrations, cadet officers were first regularly 
and permanently commissioned to office. 

‘He served ax professor of military science at the Shattuck School, Fari- 
bault, Minn., 1880-85; East Florida Seminary, Gainesville, Fla., 1885-89; 
Kenyon Military Academy, Gambier, Ohio, 1889-90; Marmaduke Military 
Academy, Sweet Springs, Mo.; Howe School, Lima, Ind., for some time. In 
1885, he removed to Madison, Wis., where he made his home until his death, 
In 1898, he was appointed professor of Military Seience and Tactics at the 
University of Wiseonsin, which position he held until his death, meeting with 
marked success. He was commissioned colonel in the National Guard of 
Minnesota, September 15, 1884; lieutenant-colonel National Guard of Florida 
November 25, 1887, and colonel National Guard of Wisconsin, April6, 1901. 

He wrote many stories and historical articles for the St. Nicholas, Wide 
Awake, Youth's Companion, Harper's Young People, and various other papers. 
He published one story in book form, Captured by the Navajos, Harper Brothers, 
New York, 1898. He gave much valuable assistance on the history of Norwich 
University in 1898, He was a member of the Madison Lodge, No. 5, F. and A 
M., of Madison and Chapter R. A. M. of Madison; Wisconsin Historical 
Society; Wisconsin Society of Sons of the American Revolution, and Ver- 
mont Commandery Military Order of Loyal Legion. 

He was married May 17, 1866, to Harriette Louise Hughes of Ashland, 
N. H., who survives him and resides in Ashland. Five children were born to 
them: Warden Allan, born February 1, 1867, resides in Ashland, N. H.; 
Lawrence Albert, born April 11, 1872, now captain 22d United States Infantry; 
George Hughes, born June 30, 1874, died August 7, 1877; Dorothy Hughes, 
born April 7, 1878, married Wallace Chickering, resides in Chicago, Ill.; Bar~ 
bara Hilton, born March 23, 1882, married Earl B. Rose, resides in Milwaukee, 
Wis. 


PRESIDENT CHARLES HILDRETH LEWIS, U. 8. A., A. M., LL, D. 

Charles H. Lewis was born in Alton, Me., August 5, 1837, and died in 
Camden, Me., December 8, 1906. At an early age, his parents removed to 
Bangor, Me., where he prepared for college. He entered the University in 
1852, and graduated B. 8, in 1855; was o member of the “University Regu- 
Intors,’” (q. v.) and the A 2 J] Fraternity; received the degree of A. M. for 
the University and LL. D. in 1881. 

Soon after graduating, he went West and engaged in government survey- 
ing and civil engineering in Minnesota and Iowa until the breaking out of the 
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Civil War. He then hastened directly to Washington, where he conferred with 
Hannibal Hamlin, a personal acquaintance, and although but twenty-four 
years of age, he was commissioned « captain of the 16th United States In- 
fantry, August 5, 1861.

ACTING PRESIDENT GEORGE NICHOLS, M. D., LL.D. 


George Nichols, the only son of James and Annise Aiken (Dole) Nichols, 
was born in Northfield, Vt., April 17, 1827, and died there April 28, 1907 
His father was a carpenter and builder, and was also a manufacturer of doors, 
sash, and blinds in which business the son assisted, when not attending the 
district school. In 1840, he clerked in a country store; and in the winter of 
1841 and 1842, he taught district school in his native town. During 1842-49, he 
was principally engaged in studying, teaching, and fitting for college at the 
Newbury (Vt.) Seminary. In 1848, he commenced the study of medicine 
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with the late Samuel W. Thayer, Jr., M. D., and graduated at the Vermont 
Medical College in Woodstock, in 1851, with the honors of his class, 

‘He was appointed demonstrator of Anatomy; but did not take the position, 
preferring to practice his profession, which he at once entered upon in com- 
pany with Doctor Thayer, In 1854, he combined the drug business with his 
practice. In 1862, he was commissioned surgeon of the 13th Vermont Infantry 
and served the full term of his enlistment. From 1848 until 1853, he was 
State librarian, declining further elections. In 1865, he was appointed 
secretary of state by Governor J. Gregory Smith, to fill the vacancy then 
existing, and was elected in the fall of the same year, and held that office 
from term to term until 1884. During his early tenure of this office, the library 
‘was 60 reorganized as to make it one of the most important and. 
departments of our State government, In 1870, he was president of the last 
constitutional convention of the State, at which the present biennial system 
of government was adopted. In 1872, he was a delogate to the National 
Republican Convention, and was made a member of the National Republican 
‘Committee in that year. In 1872, he was elected a member of the Republican 
State Committee of which he was either secretary or chairman until 1884, 
when he declined its further honors. In 1876, Dr. Nichols was appointed 
messenger to carry the vote of the Electoral College of the State to Washington, 
His supervision of the Presidential campaigns of 1872, 1876, and 1880, gave 
eminently satisfactory results. He was elected clerk and treasurer of the 
Vermont & Canada R. R, Co., and served from 1856 until 1859, In 1872, 
he was made chairman of the Board of Commissioners for receiving subscrip- 
tions to the capital stock of the Central Vermont, R. R-; and upon ita reorgan- 
ization in 1873, he was elected clerk. In 1883, he was elected clerk of the 
Consolidated R. R. Co., of Vermont, holding these offices until 1888, when he 
declined further elections. In 1868, he was elected director, and in 1875, 
president of the Northfield National Bank. 

He was elected « trustee of the Northfield Institution in 1865, and was 
w# director of the Northfield Graded School for twelve years; was a member of 
the board of trustees of the Vermont Episcopal Institute at Burlington, Vt. 
and for several years was one of the Executive Committee of said board, He 
took an active interest in the removal of the University to Northfield in 1866, 
He served as trustee, August 1, 1866-1907; treasurer, August 1, 1866 to June 
30, 1875; vice president and acting president, 1885 to July, 1895. He gave 
liberally to the construction of the first University building, and generously 
aided the University by his time and money. In 1881, the University conferred 
upon him the degree of LL, D. He was honored by his townsmen in repeated 
elections to offices of trust and responsibilty. Doctor Nichols was a man of 
marked ability, of an engaging and attractive personality, He lived a full 
strong life, achieving marked success in every undertaking. He was member 
of the Protestant Episcopal church, and was identified with the councils of 
the diocese and of his home parish. He was a member of DeWitt Clinton 
Lodge, F. and A.M., of Northfield, and the Mt. Zion Commandery of Knights 
‘Templar; also an honorary member of the A  /7 Fraternity. 

He was married in 1852, to Ellen Maria, daghter of Abijah Blake, of 
Vergennes, Vt.; Mrs. Nichols died September 8, 1906. ‘Two children were born 
to them: Alice Margaret, and a gon, both of whom died in infancy. 
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sity was recognized by the State as its Military College; steps were taken to 
secure the Alumni Hall; General Dodge was interested to secure aid from Mr. 
Carnegie; practically much of the prosperity of the University since 1904 was 
made possible by the self sacrifice and hard work of President Brown. 

He contributed several professional articles, to Harper’s Magazine, and was 
a frequent contributor to the editorial pages of the Army and Navy Journal. 
He won the gold medal of the United States Navel Institute in the prize essay 
competition of 1879 on Naval Education, and prépared a paper for the Franklin 
Institute of Philadelphia on The Electrical Distribution of Time, which was 
republished in The Scientific American, as a valuable contribution to the 
literature of the subject. 

He was twice married: first, December 29, 1863, to Gertrude, daughter of 
Hon. Royal and Laura (Keyes) Tyler of Brattleboro, who died September

PRESIDENT CHARLES HORACE SPOONER, A. M., LL. D. 

Charles H. Spooncr, son of Stephen Alden and Sophia Lois (Hull) Spooner, 
was born in Charlestown, N. H., August 6, 1858. He attended the schools 
of his town, and entered Norwich in 1874, graduating B. 8. in 1878 and A. B. 
in 1879; Norwich gave him his Masters degree in 1897, and the University of 
Vermont LL. D. in 1904; was a corporal, sergeant, 2d lieutenant and captain 
in the corps of cadets. He was distinguished at the University for his ability 
in Mathematics and in the Classical Languages. He is a member of the 
6 X Fraternity. 

Soon after graduating, he was appointed commandant and instructor in 
English in St. Augustine College, Benicia, Cal. In 1881, having resigned 
this position and returned to Vermont, he organized the military department 
of the Vermont Academy at Saxtons River and became instructor of Mathe- 
matics and Physics at that school. Eight years later, he accepted the principal- 
ship of a grammar school in Fitchburg, Mass. From 1890 to 1904, he was in 
charge of the second year class of the Manual Training School of Washington 
University, St. Louis, Mo. Elected president of Norwich University in 1904, 
during the intervening seven years, he has in that position, been fortunate 
enough to see the enrollment increased 76 percent in number; the faculty 
doubled; the buildings more than doubled; the permanent endowment 
multiplied by ten; the income from the State by two and a half; fortunate 
also in finding year by year the college winning good name and fame in an 
ever widening circle. . 

He has taken an active interest in military matters, serving as major in 
the National Guard of California, while commandant of St. Augustine College; 
also as major and inspector of rifle practice, Brigade Staff Vermont Militia, 
1887-1889; served as aide on the staff of the Grand Marshal at the Dewey 
Parade in St. Louis, May 3, 1899; was chief of the Educational division at 
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September 9), 1862, to return to Vermont to assist, in 
the service.

regiment. 
Gettysburg, ly 1-4, 1863, the 13th Vermont lead oy ita glen colonel, 
rendered conspicuous service and gained for themselves an immortal name in 
the war history of our country for the gallantry displayed in this decisive battle, 
Notable, during the second day’s fight, Colonel Randall, at the request of 
General Hancock, recaptured a battery that had been lost to the Confederates 
and turned with terrible effect upon our own men who had been unable to 
silence it. For their gallantry in this heroic charge, General Hancock personally 
and on the field, complimented Colonel Randall and his command. To this 
regiment belongs the distinction of repulsing General Pickett’s famous charge 
in this battle. He was mustered out of service, July 21, 1863, and began im- 
mediately to recruit the 17th Vermont Volunteers; was commissioned its 
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colonel, February 10, 1864; served with distinction in the battles of the Wilder- 
ness, the siege of Petersburg and the capture of Lee's army, and finally was 
mustered out of the service, July 14, 1865. 

Returning to Montpelier, Colonel Randall spent several years in looking 
after business interests that had been more or less neglected and of a miscel- 
Tancous sort; and from 1876 to 1888, he engaged in farming in Brookfield, Vt. 
In 1884, he bought the old hotel at Northfield Center, later used as the “N. 
U." mess hall, where he lived until his death. In polities he was, before the 
war, a Democrat; after it, a Republican. He was postmaster of Northfield, 
1853-57. He represented Roxbury in the House of Representatives, from 
1857 to 1859, and was state's attorney of Washington County in 1859. 

‘He took great interest in the welfare of ‘'N. U.* serving as vice-president 
from 1883 until his death and as trustee, 1882-89; received from the University 
the honorary degree of A.M. He was always ready to give of his time and means 
to serve the University; gave assistance in securing the State aid in 1854. 
He once said of “N, U.'’: “To see her future permanent and secure would be 
glory enough for me if my whole life’s work besides were blotted out."* He 
was a member of DeWitt Clinton Lodge, F. and A. M., of Northfield, and 
the G. A. R.;honorary member # X Fraternity. 

He was twice married: first, July 3, 1846, to Caroline Elizabeth Andrus 
of Connecticut. Three children were born to them: Charles Woodbridge, born 
May 14, 1847, died October 20, 1868; Francis Voltaire, born April 3, 1851, 
resides in northern Vermont; Zella Valeria, born in 1854, and died in infancy.

Charles Dole, son of Christopher Sergeant and Harriet (Howes)Dole, 
was born in Northfield, Vt., October 22, 1843. He prepared for college at 
the Northfield Institution, and entered the University in September, 1806, 
graduating B. 8. in 1869; he also studied in addition to the regular work of 
the Scientific department, the Latin, and the literature of the Classical Course; 
was adjutant of the corps of cadets; editor of the Reveille; member of the @ 1 
Fraternity; received the degree of A. M. in course in 1872, During his senior 
year and in 1869-70, he was instructor in Mathematics and Latin, In 1871, 
he was advanced to the professorship of History, Rhetoric, Logic and Belles- 
Lettres, which position he held until 1886, when he resigned to engage in 
business. During the absence of President Curtis in California, 1875-76, 
he served as executive officer and commandant of cadets; served as secretary 
of the faculty, 1881-86; was president of the Alumni Association, 1892-04. 
He has served as vice president of the University from 1895 to date and acting 
president during 1895-96; served as alumni member of the Board of Trustees 
1894-1899, and trustee, 1899 to date. He established the Mess hall in January 
1871, which he conducted until 1882, 1898-1903. In January 1873, when the 
University finances were at alow ebb, he assumed all the financial responsi- 
bilities of the University and for two years met all obligations, which resulted in 
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a heavy loss to him. Professor Dole has been s constant friend of N. U.’" 
giving liberally of his time and money to advance the welfare of the University. 

He has taken an active interest in Agricultural matters, and for several 
years has engaged extensively in farming; was eclitor, Vermont Farmer, 1885-89, 
In 1898, he became identified with 
the slate industry of Northfield; was 
president of the Dole, Brill Black 
Slate Co,, later the Vermont Black 
Slate Co,, 1898-99, 

He is a Republican in politics 
and hex taken an active part in the 
affairs of his town; represented 
Northfield in the House of Repre- 
sentatives 1888-090; was superin- 
tendent of schools,1874-82, He is 
an active member of the Universa- 
list church; was chairman of the 
church convention for Vermont and 
the Province of Quebec; a member 
of DeWitt Clinton Lodge, No. 15, 
F.and A, M.;the 1.

During a connection of twenty years with the University, as president and 
professor of Ancient Languages, Doctor Edward Bourns endeared himself to 
the members of as many classes through his eminent attainments, his kindly 
sympathy, and his delicate, incisive wit. It became a saying in the corps, wit- 
nessed to by generations of endets, that no one could enter the doctor's rooms 
on the briofest of errands and not depart wiser than he came. The manly, 
honest, and truthful cadet, who got into trouble through exuberance of spirits, 
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always felt when undergoing the penalties inflicted for his infractions of disci~ 


would find “Old Teddy"’ severe in the extreme, and would carry through life s 
memory of that severe look of contempt which would knot the doctor's brow 
as he gave a depreeatory shrug to his broad shouders. Possessed of the na- 
tional wit of his nation, but without its brogue, for his English was of the purest. 
diction, he courted that display of it in others; but it is not on record that « 
cadet ever acquired an advantage over the doctor in an exchange of witticism. 
His was a wit, as before remarked, that was delicate and incisive; but it never 
gave pain and it never failed to provoke a smile, even from its victim. 

Dr. Bourns was no ordinary man, The intrinsic force, native shrewdness 
and genial kindness of his nature made him generally respected and admired by 
many. He wasamanof learning and acumen. At Dublin University he won 
honorable prizes and in bis library were books marked with the printed seal of 
his Alma Mater recording the occasions upon which he won them in scholastic 
competitions. Rev. Dr, Maleolm Douglass, from whose paper on Doctor 
Bourns, contributed to a Vermont publication, some portions of this sketch are 
copied says “‘He earned by long practice, a right to teach, as it were, ex calhe- 
dra. He was a voluminous, careful and exhaustive reader, yet never at any 
time in his sermons or addresses, in conversations or in discussions, did he 
ever betray the consequence of the pedant or assume to be other than a sincere 
inquirer after truth." * * No man could discern better than he the weak 
points of a coxcomb, or a hypocrite; and no man could with keener humor and 
presence of mind foil the advances of intrusive persons and turn the tables upon 
them, Yet with a facility of extermpore speech, and a native readiness that 
but for his diffidence and physical hindrances would have placed him among 
our foremost public speakers, and with a keen and humorous mother-wit, he 
guarded the portals of his speech with the greatest care from hasty, unbecom- 
ing or careless words.”’ 

He had never belonged to a military organization; but somehow he had 
acquired the swinging stride of the modern soldier, and in his best days at Nor- 
wich it was a pleasant and invigorating sight to see him take a constitutional 
acroes the plain. When standing erect, his height was six feet, two inches, with 
a framework—a breadth of shoulders, a development of muscle, and massive 
loins—in equal proportion. His physical courage was perfect, A modest talle 
or two, im which he told the writer of “town and gown’’ encounters at old Trin- 
ity, where he bore “‘a bit of a stick,’ reveals him as a “broth of a boy.’" 

Dr, Bourns may be said, like an old time knight, to have literally “died in 
his harness.’’ He climbed the hill to the University for the Inst time in the 
winter, 1870-71. Grown feeble on account of a lifelong asthma, much earlier 
than his stalwart physique had promised, he was obliged to pause frequently 
in his ascents before reaching the crest. When at last, he reluctantly acknowl 
edged that he could no longer make the climb to his classes, they were sent to 
his place of residence. Captain Curtis once proposed to relieve him of them, 
but he replied, ‘If you take my classes from me, I shall die.”” And so the 
cadets continued to fill the doctor's sitting room and recite to him, as he lay 
upon a couch and drilled them with all the exactness and critical refinement 
that had distinguished him through healthier days. When the last recitation 
was held and dismissed he rapidly declined, and after midnight of Commence- 
ment Day, July 14, 1871, he died.

Tn 1866, his fine geological collection numbering 2,500 specimens was 
destroyed by a fire;but with his characteristic energy, he began another collec- 
tion which on his death numbered 30,000 specimens. Ho also possessed a 
fine brary of 16,000 volumes. His fine geological collection is owned by the 
town of Bethlehem, N. H. During the Civil War, he was appointed sn ex- 
amining surgeon and for some years after the war,did an extensive business 
asclaim agent. He studied medicine privately with Prof. Edward E. Phelps, 
M.D, (. v-) in 1870, and, upon his recommendation, Dartmouth College 
conferred upon him the degree of M. D. in the same year. He eerved as in- 
struetor of Natural Sciences at Montpelier Seminary for some time; served as 
curator of the Vermont State Cabinet of Natural History, 1871-72; was State

PROF. HENRI LOUIS DELESCLUZE, A. M, 


Henri L. Deleseluze was horn in France about 1815. He received his 
education in that country and came to the United States about 1861. He 
served as professor of the Modern Languages; Linear, Architectural and Land- 
scape Drawing at N. U.’’, 1864-67. He was a fine scholar and could spoak 
Latin fluently. When he first came to the University, he was obliged to 
speak Latin with President Bourns, as his fluent speaking of English was 
limited and his pronunciation of the French language was not readily under- 
stood. He compromised on the Latin Language. He had received a fine 
education in an art school and possessed considerable ability as an artist. 

Mr. William R. Cutler, '68, writes: “He was a good teacher, and I 
remember the gentle manner in which in my first lesson, he found out how 
little I knew about French. As I look back to that time now, I can appre~ 
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ciate how considerate he tried to be of my feelings, if T had any, which I am 

free to admit did not then affect me in the ignorance and unconcern of youth.

MAJOR HENRY WALTER HOVEY, U.S. A., A. M. 


Heory W. Hovey, son of John Gorham and Mary Ann (Ripley) Hovey, 
was born in Vasselboro, Maine, September 1, 1852, and died of heart failure in 
Northfield, Vt., November 15, 1908. He attended school in Boston, and 
removed to New York city in 1866, At an early age, he showed a strong 
military inclination. He served in the second company of the famous 7th 
Regiment, N. Y,, N. G., New York 
city from 1869 until November 26, 
1880, when he received an appoint- 
ment as 2d lieutenant, 24th United 





April 18, 1891-March 9, 1804 tnd 
regimental adjutant, March 9, 1894- 
April 17, 1895. 

He served as professor of 
Military Science and Tactics and 
Commandant at the University, Sept- 
ember, 1885June, 1898; December, 
1808-March 13, 1899: September 
1902-July, 1006. On the breaking 
out of the Spanish-American War in 
1888, he was ordered into active 
P. Jocelyn, U. 5. A., in mustering the 
First Vermont Volunteers, May and 
June, 1898; was in command of Fort 
Ethan Allen, Vt,, and had charge Major Henry Walter Hovey. 
of the construction work there, June 4-October, 1898; assisted Major 
Jocelyn in mustering out the First Vermont Volunteers, October-December, 
1898. 

He joined his regiment, the 24th United States Infantry at Fort Douglas, 
Utah, March 1899; but soon after reaching the post, the regiment was ordered 
to the Philippine Islands. He, with his company “L’',was ordered to south- 
eastern Alaska, where he was given command of the district, with headquarters 
at Camp Dyes. This camp being destroyed by forest fires, July 18, 1899, 
he removed to Skagway, where he remained until ordered back to the University 
in September, 1902. He was promoted major, August 14, 1903; was ordered 
to the Philippine Islands, July 1906, arriving there in September; was in 
command of Cebu, Department of Visayas, September, 1906-November, 
1907, excepting a few weeks, when he was in command of the regiment at 
Camp Bumpus, Leyte. He was retired from active duty, November 7, 
1907 for “disability in line of duty'’ and returned to the United States in 
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January, 1908, He soon returned to Northfield, where he resided until his 


Immediately upon his assuming the position of commandant at the 
University, he began to work with vigor, not only for the improvement of 
his department, but also for the advancement of the interests of the University. 
‘The needs of the University were constantly on his mind, and he took every 
opportunity possible to gain friends for the institution. His loyalty to the 
University was remarkable. A full account of his work at the University is 
given in Volume I, chapter VII. In 1907, the University conferred upon him 
the degree of A. M.

The same energy and tact, 
which had characterized the News Letfer was felt in the new purchases, 
and at the first election following the transfer of the journals, a Republican 
county treasurer was elected, for the first time in many years; two years later 
led by Marseilles in the Freeman and the Journal, the Republicans captured 
the county, which was held by them until the Democratic landslide in 1892, 

In 1892, he retired from active labor and removed to Exeter, N. HL, 
where he has made his home to date.

Charles 8. Wheelwright, son of George William and Hannah (Giddings) 
Wheelwright, was born in Roxbury, Mass., January 5, 1847, He attended 
the public schools of Roxbury and Belmont, Mass., the Chauncey Hall School 
Boston, Mass 1861-62; Lawrence Academy, Groton, Mass., 1862-63. He 
entered the University in 1863, where he remained until June 11, 1864, leaving 
to enlist in Company G, 60th Massachusetts Infantry; served with his company 
until November 30, 1864. The University at the Commencement of 1909, con- 
ferred upon him the degree of B.S. as for 1867 and the degree of C. EB. in 
course. 

In December, 1864, he commenced to learn the paper manufacturing 
business in his father’s mill at Wareham. In the spring of 1865, he gave up 
this work and took s course in Nayigation in Comer's Commercial College in 
Boston with the intention of following the sea; after a few months’ study 
he changed his plans and returned to the Wareham mills. He was transferred 
in the spring of 1866, to the Leominster mills owned by his father; and in the 
summer of 1867, was given the superintendency of the mill. He became a 
partner January 5, 1868 in the firm of George W. Wheelwright & Sons and was 
given the management of all the mills and the construction work of the 
company; in 1874, he was made sales agent for the company. In 1874, he 
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withdrew from the firm and became a partner of his father-in-law under the 
firm name of F. H. Richmond and Co., manufacturers and dealers in paper and 
contractors for the entire output of paper mills; superintended the construction 
of the mills ereeted by this company until 1890 when he withdrew from the 
firm, He is interested in the George 
Wheelwright Paper Co. which was 
organized in 1881 on the death of 
his father, to take over the paper in- 
terests owned by the family. 

Tn June, 1882, he was one of a 
committee of four, appointed by a 
syndicate to visit Sweden to investi- 
gate the new process (sulphite) for 
the reduction of wood to paper 
pulp. As a result of their investi- 
gation the Richmond Paper Co., a 
corporation in which he was a 
director and prime mover was organ- 
ized im 1883.with a cash capital of 
$800,000, for the purpose of building 
4 pulp and paper mill to work out 
this process. He was the first to 
introduce the sulphite method in 
this country, and after many costly 
experiments and the invention of 
new machinery by Mr. Wheelwright, 
ee Richmond p plant. He ae ceases ene? Wheetwcight. 
inventor and the first to put into successful operation the apparatus for the 
recovery of sulphurous gases escaping during the process of cooking. 

In 1897, he organized the Wheelwright Filler & Mfg. Co., for the manu- 
facture of an apparatus for making cyrstallized sulphate of lime from plaster 
of Paris for use in filling paper and cotton cloth. Since 1900, he has made 
many imyentions for the treating of pulp and the reduction of garbage and 
sewage. In 1902, he organized and became president and manager of the 
American Extractor Company of Providence, owners of the “Wheelwright 
Hot Water Reduction Process,"' for caring for garbage and the waste of cities. 
Many garbage reduetion plants using this process have been constructed 

the country, notably the plant of the New Bedford Extractor Co., 
of New Bedford, Mass. In 1909, he organized and became president and 
manager of the International Continuous Filter Press Company, which does 
4 general engineering and construction business.

line to reseh that point. After the 
purchase of this road by the Texas 4 
Pocific Ry.

Forney on their memorable tour of 
inspection over the proposed route 
to Fort Worth and returning to the 
headquarters at Marshall, Tex. He 
was appointed by General Dodge, 
engineer in charge of the constructed 
division, Shreveport to Longview, to 
cut down the heavy grades, improve William Henry Wentworth, 
the alignment and better the terminal facilities at Shreveport, La. Upon 
completion of this work, he was transferred to Dallas, Tex., as resident. engi- 
neer in charge of the construction of 100 miles from Dallas, cast 

He was chief engineer of the Dallas & Wichita R. R. in 1873, making 
surveys into the then uninhabited “Pan-Handle’! of Texas; was city engineer 
of Dallas in 1874-75; engineer in charge of construction, Houston East & West 
Texas Ry., during 1876-79 and was assistant general manager of same road 
during 1884-86; was division engineer, Mexican National Ry., during 1880-83, 
with headquarters at Laredo, Texas and Maer, Mexico, having charge of 
work on both sides of the Rio Grande, including the bridging across the river.

Franklin A. Goss, son of Benjamin Franklin and Mary Jane (Witherill) 
Goss, was born in Waterbury, Vt., January 1, 1859, and died in Troy, N. Y., 
August 12, 1904. In 1860, his parents removed to Vergennes, Vt., where he 
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Massachusetts; and Fort Edward, New York. He removed to Peru, IL, in 
May, 1856, where he attended the Peru Academy, until 1858.

On the breaking out of the Civil War, he enlisted in his brother’s com- 
pany, Co, E., 11th Mlinois Infantry, April 24, 1861; was promoted sergeant, 
August 1, 1861; lst sergeant, November 7, 1862; second lieutenant, June 7, 
1863. He served with the regiment at Camp Yates, Springfield, and Villa 
Ridge, Pulaski county, Ilinois; Birds Point, Missouri on garrison duty. On 
February 1, 1862, his regiment joined Gen, U. 8. Grant's command at. Cairo, 
Il.; was present at the capture of Fort Henry, Tenn., February 8, 1862; was 
present at the inveatment of Fort 
Donelson, Tenn. On February 15, 
1862, his regiment was attacked by 
an overwhelming force and nearly 
annihilated (see sketch of Gen. T. E. 
G. Ransom). Sergeant Ransom was 
severely wounded in the left shoulder 
and taken prisoner; was held in 
Memphis, Tenn., Tuskaloosa, Mont- 
gomery, Ala., Macon, Ga., and Libby 
Prison, Richmond; was paroled from 
the latter prison on October 17, 1862. 
He suffered much during his impris- 
onment, and was taken to the 
United States General hospital at 
Annapolis, Md. After a six month's 
sickness in hospitals in Annapolis 
and David's Island, N. ¥., he joined 
his regiment at Vicksburg, Miss. 
May 25, 1863; was in command of 
his company during the investment 
of that city, serving in his brother's 
Lieut. Frederick Eugene Ransom. brigade in the 6th Division of the 
17th Army corps, being wounded June 15, 1863; was stationed for some 
time at Natchez, Miss., which was under the command of General Ransom; 
was stationed at Vicksburg during the winter 1863-64. In February, 1864, he 
took part in an expedition up the Yazoo river, successfully engaging the 
enemy at Sartorin on February 4th, and at Liverpool Heights, February 6th. 
On this expedition immense stores of cotton and provisions were eaptured- 
The Confederates attacked the command at Yazoo River, but after several 
hours of fighting were defeated. He was stationed at Yazoo City for some 
time, engaging in skirmishes at Ross and Richardson. His regiment soon 
marched to Vicksburg, where it remained in camp until May, 1864; served 
with his company on a raid east of Vicksburg, taking part in engagements 
at Mechanicsburg, Black River Bridge, Vaughan's Station and Benton, 
Miss. In June, 1864, he took part in the battle of Clinton, Miss. with 
General Forrest’s Cavalry. His regiment soon returned to Vieksburg, where 
on July 6, 1864, he resigned his commission, owing to impaired health. 
He then went to New York city, where he remained until October, 
1864. Through the kindness of General Dodge, '51, he was appointed arodman 



































EDWARD WARREN SAWYER, A. M., M. D. 

Edward W. Sawyer, son of William Frederick and Sarah Smith (Tuck) 
Sawyer, was born in Newburyport, Mass., July 8, 1848, and died in Chicago, 
Ill, in 1897. He prepared for college at the Warren Academy, Woburn, Mass., 
and entered the University in 1864, remaining two years; was a member of the

He was a specialist in obstetrical and gynecologi~ 
cal work; was the inventor of Sawyer's short, curved obstetric forceps, and of 
Sawyer’s rounded paring scalpel, for use in lacerations of the cerviz ulers and 
perineum , figured in “ Byford’? work. 

‘He was the author of articles on Affections of the Nipple and Breast, Inci- 
dent to Early Lactation, and Post-Partum Inversion of the Ulerus, published in 
American and foreign journals in 1876; Omne Vivurn e Cellula, a thesis for the 
degree of Master of Arts, Chicago University, which degree was conferred 
upon him, June 17, 1879. “N. U." also conferred this degree upon him, 

He was member of Masonic Lodge; Chicago Medical Society; an original 
member of the Chicago Gynecological Society, serving as its secretary and 
treasurer during the first seven years of its existence, 1885-92; member of the 
Chicago Medico-Legal Society; of the American Gynecological Society; 
honorary fellow of the British Gynecological Society; was secretary of the 
Chicago Society of Physicians, later the Chicago Medical Society, 1875-80.

their dimensions. He at once began to plan his work, but his disease was soon 
found to be typhokl fever and it proved to be his fatal illness. During his 
military career he made good use of his military knowledge gained at Norwich 
University. His services were expecially commended by Col. David DuBoise 
Gaillard, a West Point engineer, in command of the regiment. He wass mem- 
ber of the J @ Fraternity; the Military Order of the Loyal Legion; Washington 
Lodge, F., and A. M_; the Ethan Allen and Mohican clubs of Burlington.

HON, JOHN LESTER BARSTOW, LL. D, 


John L. Barstow, son of Heman and Lorain (Lyon) Barstow, was born 
in Shelburne, Vt., February 21, 1832, and was educated in the public schools 
of his town. He taught school in Burlington during 1846 and 1847; clerked 
in astore in Shelburne until 1851, when he removed to Detroit, Michigan and 
beeame clerk of the Michigan Exchange Hotel, which was then the largest 
hotel in Michigan, with one exception. 
After two year’s service as clerk, he 
bought the lease of the hotel and 
managed it until 1855, when yielding 
to the importunities of his parents, 
he sold his hotel interests and re- 
turned to the old homestead in Shel- 
burne, where he has since made his 
home. 

In the Civil War he was appoint- 
ed adjutant of the 8th Vermont In- 
fantry, commanded by Col. Stephen 
‘Thomas, (q.v.), He was commission- 
ed captain of Company K, March 21, 
1863; major, December 28, 1863; 
mustered out of service, June 22, 
1864, by reason of expiration of term 
of service. The historian of his regi- 
ment says; “he was acting adjutant- 
general under Gens. Thomas and 
Weitzel; participated in all the engage- 
mentain which his regiment took part; 

Hon, John Lester Barstow, was complimented for eminent ser- 
vice in the field, for gallantry in the assault upon Port Hudson, and honor- 
ably mentioned for his personal services,’ After the St. Albans raid, the 
State raised three brigades of militia, and he was clected by the Legislature of 
1864 te command one of therm and had command of all the forces in north 
western Vermont until relieved by General Stannard in January, 1865. 

He is a Republican in politics and has held many offices; was assistant 
clerk of the House of Representatives in 1861; represented his town in the 
State Legislature in 1864-1865; was State senator from Chittenden county in 
1866 and 1867; United States Pension Agent, 1870-78. In 1891, he was ap- 
pointed by President Harrison to serve on s commission with Gen. A. McD. 
MeCook, U. 8. A. to treat with the Navajo Indians; was o delegate from 
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Vermont to the American Conference on International Arbitration, Washing- 
ton, D. C. in 1896; delegate to the National Tax Convention at the Buffalo 
Exposition in 1901; was appointed State commissioner by Gov. Redfield Proo- 
tor to the Yorktown Centennial Celebration in 1870; was State commissioner 
to purchase site of the Bennington Monument in 1886. He has been a trustee 
of the Burlington Savings Bank since 1886;and was vice-president of same 
in 1891-92. 

He is a member of Washington Lodge, F. and A. M., 

No. 3, R. A. M., Burlington Commandery No. 2, K. T., all of Burlington; 
honorary member, Union Lodge of Strict Observance F. and A. M., Detroit, 
Michigan, in which he first received his degree in 1854; Lake Champlain 
Yacht Club; the Algonquin and Ethan Allen Clubs of Burlington; The Loyal 
Legion; the G. A. R.; Shelburne Grange; the National Prison Association; the 
National Geographic Society; the National Forestry Association; and the 
American Library Association. 

Norwich University at the commencement of 1909 conferred upon him 
the degree of LL. D. in recognition of his work as a soldier and a public officer 
of the State. 

He was married October 28, 1858, to Laura Macck of Shelburne. Two 
children were born to them, Frederick Maeck, “N. U.’’ ’80, born in 1860, died 
1899 and Charles Lester, born in 1867. 


HON. CHARLES JAMES BELL, LL, D. 


Charles J. Bell, son of James Dean and Caroline (Warner) Bell, 
tn Walden, ¥t., March 10, 1845, and died of heart failure in the Grand 
station, New York city, September 25, 
1909. He attended the schools of his 
town and completed his academic edu- 
eation at the Peacham (Vt.) Academy. 
In 1906, the University conferred upon 
him the degroe of LL. D. 

He enlisted in Company B, 15th 
Vermont Infantry, September 8, 1862, 
and was mustered out of service, Oc- 
tober 5, 1863; re-enlisted in Company 
C, First Vermont Cavalry, August 17, 
1864; was promoted corporal, Novem- 
ber 19, 1864; was wounded, April 8, 
1865; was mustered out of service, 
June 21, 1865, He engaged in farm- 
ing in Walden, until his death, be- 
coming one of the beat known farmers 
in the State, 

He was a Republican in politics 
and held many positions; represented 
his town in the House of Represen- 
tatives in 1882; was State senator in 
1894; served on the State Board of Hon! Chertes aaa 
Railroad Commissioners, 1804-96; member State Board of Agriculture in 
1896-98 and its secretary, 1898-1904; was secretary of the State Board of 
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Cattle Commissioners, 1808-1902. He was governor of the State, 1904-06, 
being elected by one of the largest plurality votes ever given in theState. He 
also held many town offices, serving for several years as school director and 
selectman. 

He was an active member of the Congregational chureh; member of the 
Grange, serving as treasurer of the State Grange, 1872-04 and as Master, 
1804-1906. He was also a member of the executive committee of the National 
Grange, from 1902, until his death, serving as its secretary, 1903-09. 

He was married October 4, 1870, to Mary Louise Perry, a native of Cabot, 
Vt., who survives him and resides in Walden. Two daughters were born to 
them: Adine Merrill and Jennie. 


REY. DURLIN SERENUS BENEDICT, A. B., LL. D. 


Durlin 8. Benedict, son of Samuel Screnus and Debbie Desire (Brayton) 
Benedict, was born in Poynette, Wisconsin, in 1871. He prepared for college 
at the Reedsburg (Wisconsin) High 
School, and graduated A. B. from 
the Hillsdale College; graduated 
LL. B. from the Chicago-Kent Col- 
lege of Law, Chicago; received from 
Norwich University the honorary de- 
gree of LL.

HON. JOSIAH HENRY BENTON, A. M,, LL. D. 


Josiah H. Benton, son of the Rev. Josiah Henry and Martha Ellen (Dan- 
forth) Benton, was born in Addison, Vt., August 4, 1843, and is a direct de- 
ascendant of Andrew Benton, who came from England about 1630, and settled 
in Milford, Conn. He was educated in the common schools, the Bradford 
(Vt.) Academy, and New London, (N. H.) Literary and Scientific Institute. 

He enlisted from Bradford, Vt., in Company H, 12th Vermont Regiment, 
August 15, 1862, and was mustered out of service with the regiment, July 14,

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1863. He was graduated from the Albany Law School in 1866, with the de- 
dree of LL. B., and was admitted to the bar May 5, 1866. He recived the de= 
gree of A. M., from Dartmouth in 1869, and the degree of LL. D. from “N. U7" 
in 1908. 

He practiced law at Lancaster, N. H. from 1866 to 1872; was private 
secretary to the governor of New Hampshire in 1869; was assistant clerk of 
the N. H. House of Representatives in 1868, and clerk in 1870 and 1872. He 
went to Boston in 1872, where he soon won distinction as a well-equipped and 
resourceful Iswyer. He has had « diversified and important practice in the 
State and Federal Courts, especially in corporation and railroad matters. He 
has been a director of the Northern Railroad of New Hampshire sinee 1879, 
He has lectured upon corporations and railroad law at the Boston University 
‘Law School for twenty years.

Gregory 'T, Bedell, son of Rey. Gregory Townsend and Penelope (Thurs- 
ie phil sash grape Sathes ne =p braal . 

His parents removed to Fayettesyille, N, C., in 1818 and in 1822 to 
Philadelphia, He prepared for college at Dr. Muhlenberg’s school at Flush- 


on July 19th of the same year, he was ordained deacon, and priest in August, 
1841. He was rector of the church in West Chester, Pa,, 1840-43; Church of 
the Ascension in New York city, 1843-59. In this last year, he was consecrated 
bishop, and in October, he beeame sasistant bishop of Ohio. On March 
18, 1873, he succeeded Bishop Mellvaine as bishop of Ohio, In 1874; the old 
diocese was divided and Bishop Bedell elected the northern portion of the 
State, which retained its old name of Diocese of Ohio. He retained his office 
for fifteen years. 

He contributed many articles to the church papers and many of his 
sermons were published, among the number being: The Age of Indifference; 
Episcopacy, Fact and Law; The Way of Righteousness, a railroad sermon; and 
The Continuity of God. He also wrote The Canterbury Pilgrimage, giving an 
account of the Lambeth Conference of 1878 and the Sheffield Church Pro- 
gress; The Pastor, & work of six hundred pages upon pastorial theology. He 
was the delegate from the House of Bishops to the Society for the Propagation 
of the Gospel in Foreign Parts at the Centenary Commemoration of the Conse- 
eration of the first prelate of the Episcopal Church in Amoriea. He received 
the degree of A. M. from Kenyon College in 1840 and D, D. from Norwich 
University in 1855. 


REV. ALPHONZO BOWEN CHAPIN, A. M., D. D. 


Alphonzo B. Chapin was born in Somers, Conn., March 10, 1808, and 
died in Hartford, Conn., July 9, 1858. He received the honorary degree of 
A.M. from Hobart College in 1838 and the same degree from Trinity College 
in 1857; also the degree of D. D. from Norwich University in 1852. 

He studied law and was admitted to practice in 1831, In 1838, ho was 
ordained an Episcopal clergyman and was rector of churches in Mississippi 
and Connecticut, 1838-55. He was editor of the Connecticut Calendar for 
some time; and was author of the Primitive Church and several works on 
Theological and Ecclesiastical History. He was a member of the New Eng- 
land Historic Genealogical Society. 
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REV. CHARLES CALLOW, A. M., LL. D. 
Charles Callow, son of Charles and Priscilla (Ford) Callow, was born 






in Haverhill, Suffolk county, England, November 28, 1861. He attended the 
Haverhill Town school and later Jarvis’ Academy in the same town. He 
was for one year, a student at Bradford Technical college. He took the full 
course at the University of Durham, Theological School, graduating in 1891. 
He won the Barry Soholarship, the 
“Blue Ribbon’’ of the Theological 
School. He also took second class 
in the Universities’ Theological ex- 
amination; and at the Bishopof Wake- 
field's Ordination Examinations, ob- 
tained first place and was Gospeller 
at the Ordination Services. In 1901, 
St. John’s College, Annapolis, Md, 
conferred upon him the degree of 
A. M.; and in 1911, Norwich Uni- 
versity conferred upon him the degree 
of LL. D. 
He was ordained deacon in the 
Episcopal church of England in 1891 
and priest in 1892, In 1803, he ac 
cepted « call to St. Barnabas’ Chureh 
at Wolverhampton, Staffordshire, 
where he remained until 1895, when 
he became pastor of St. John’s Church 
in Bradford, In 1906, finding it nes- 
essary to seek relief from the heavy 
Rev, Charles Callow, parochial charge he had held for 
eleven years, he removed to Golear, where he has made his home to date. 
Since 1906, he has assisted Rev. H, H. Rose, A. M., in the parish of Slaithwaite 
adjoining Golear, 

Dr. Callow is the author of several works, among the number are: A Tale 
of Four Pictures, published in Lioyd’s London Magasine in 1884; Leetures on 
Reading and Preaching in 1891; A Tour in Wharfedale and The Origin and 
Development ol Letters and Writing, 1894-95; A History of the Origin and Devel- 
opment of the Creeds, 1890. He has also published the following theses: The 
Human Prerogative, Religion, Prayer, The Religious Capacity, and The 
Religion of Childhood. He was, for some years, a correspondent for several 
periodicals and has been employed in editing several works. He is a member 
of the Society of Biblical Study.

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REAR-ADMIRAL CHARLES EDGAR CLARK, U.S. N.,M.M.S. 


Charles E, Clark, son of James Dayton and Mary (Sexton) Clark, was 
born in Bradford, Vt., August 10, 1843. He attended the Bradford Academy 


and on September 29, 1860, was appointed acting midshipman at the U. 8, 
Naval Academy, where he remained until the fall of 1863, when he with his 
class was detailed for active service in the navy. He was promoted acting 
ensign, October 21, 1863; master, May 10, 1866; lieutenant, February 21, 1867; 
lTieutenant-commander, March 12, 1868; commander, November 15, 1881; 
captain, Tune 21, 1896; rear-admiral, June 16, 1902. 

On Nov. 1, 1863, he was assigned to duty on the Oseipee of the West Gulf 
blockading squadron, serving under Admiral Farragut until the close of the 
war. He commanded the forward division on his ship at the battle of Mobile, 
August 5, 1864; also took part in the bombardment of Fort Morgan in the 
same month. He served on the Van- 
derbuilt, Pacific squadron, 1865-67; the 
Suwanee, 1867-68, He witnessed the 
bombardment of Valpariso by the Span- 
ish fleet and the battle of Callao in 1868, 
On July 7, 1868, his ship was wrecked 
on the northern extremity of Vancou- 
ver Island, and he was left in com- 
mand of a party of sailors on Hope 
Island, after the remainder of the crew 
had been taken off by H. M.S. Spar- 
rowhawk, He and his men were Ister 
taken off the island by the steamer, 
New World. 

During 1868-69, he served on the 
receiving ship, Vaudalia at Portsmouth. 
N.H. He was with the North Atlantio 
squadron in 1867, serving first on the 
steamer, Seminole and then on the 
ironclad, Dictator. He was stationed

sity for several years,

boro. He was also a member of the American Society of Mechanical 
pile Siwy asprin dint nirecbagr tiring tas ne 
Advancement of Science; the Astronomical Society of the Pacific; American 
Society of Associated Science; Sons of the American Revolution and for some 
time president of the Vermont chapter.

Redfield Proctor, son of Jabex and Betsey (Parker) Proctor, was born in 
Proctorsville (Cavendish), Vt., June 1, 1831, and died in Washington, Mareh 
4, 1908. He prepared for college at the Derby Academy, Derby, Vt., and 
graduated A. B. from Dartmouth College in 1851, In 1854, his Alma Mater 
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conferred upon him the honorary degree of A. M.; and in 1893, he received the 
degree of LL. D. from Norwich University. 

He graduated LL. B. from the Albany Law School in 1860 and was admit- 
ted to the Bar in L860, He practiced his profession in Boston until the break- 
ing out of the Civil War in 1861, when he returned to Vermont and offered his 
services to the State; was commissioned lieutenant and quartermaster, 3rd 
Vermont Infantry, June 19, 1861; was promoted major, 5thVermont Infantry, 
September 25, 1861; redgned July 11, 1862; was commissioned colonel of the 
15th Vermont Infantry, September 26, 1862 and was mustered out of the 
service August. 5, 1863. 

He removed from Cavendish to Rutland in 1864 and practiced his profes- 
sion until 1867, being associated with Judge Veasey. In 1867, he bought a 
farm just north of Rutland, which he carried on until 1869, when he entered 
the marble quarrying business. He removed to Sutherland Falls, now Proctor, 
in 1871; was manager of the Sutherland Falls Marble Company, 1869-80. In 
1880, he organized and became presi- 
dent of the Vermont Marble Com 
pany, being a consolidation of the 
Sutherland Falls Marble Company, 
and the Rutland Marble 
and held this position until 1889, 
He was one of the organizers of the 
Killington National Bank of Rutland 
and was its first president, serving 
from 1883 to 1887. 

He was a Republican in politics; 
represented Rutland in the House 
of Representatives in 1867-69 and 
Proctor in 1888; was senator from 
Rutland County, 1874-76; lieutenant 
governor of the State, 1876-78; gover- 
nor, 1878-80. He was delegate-at- 
large to the National Republican con= 
vention in 1884, 1888, and 1896, being 
chairman of the Vermont delegation 
in 1888 and 1896; was secretary of 
war, 1889-92; U. 8, senator, 1892- 

Hon, Redneld Proctor. 1908; visited Cuba in 1808 and his 
speech on “Cuban Reconcentrades’’ in the U. 8. Senate after his return 
attracted wide attention. He was an earnest friend of “N. U.’! and did much 
toward gaining the present recognition of the University by the U. 8. War 
Department.

He was married in Greensboro, Als., in 1833,to Maria Hatch Dickson, a 
native of Newbern, N.C., who died in 1869. Four children were born to them:

Texas; Ellen Dickson, born in 1847, married Mr. Shepperd Strudwick, died 
in Marengo County, Ala., in 1906; James Dickson, born in 1839, served in

ORVIS DANFORTH WOOD, A, B. 


Orvis D. Wood, son of Ebenezer and Sylvina (Rice) Wood, was born in 
Milton, Vt., April 30, 1829, and died in Charlevoix, Mich., September 28, 
1901, He attended the schools of his town and entered the Civil Engineering 
department of the University in 1844, remaining three years. He graduated
